Who was the Mother of Jesus Christ ? 
The Virgin Mary. 

Who was the reputed Father of Jesus Christ ? 
/Joseph, a Carpenter. 

Where did Joseph and Mary reside ? 

At Nazareth, in Galilee ; and in consequence 
of the Decree just mentioned, they were providen- 
tially brought to Bethlehem, the place where the 
Messiah was to be born. 

Did any thing particular happen at the Birth 
of Christ, to denote that he was the Messiah ? 

There were in the same Country, Shepherds 
abiding in the Field, keeping watch over their 
flocks by Night $ and lo, the Angel of the Lord 
came upon them, and the Glory of the Lord shone 
round about them 5 and they were sore afraid. 

What Information did the Angel give to the 
Shepherds 9 

The Angel said unto them, " Fear not : for be- 
hold I bring you good Tidings of great Joy, which 
shall be to all People ; for unto you is born this 
day in the city of David, a Saviour, which is 
Christ the Lord." 

Did the Angel inform the Shepherds how they 
might find him ? 

The Angel further said, "this shall be a Sign 
unto you; ye shall find the Babe wrapped in 
Swaddling Clothes lying in a Manger." 
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Did any thing then happen to confirm the Shep- 
herd* in the belief of so remarkable a Message? 

Yes $ for suddenly there was with the Angel a 
Multitude of the heavenly Host, praising God, and 
saying, " Glory to God in the highest, and on 
Earth Peace, good will towards Men*'* 

What did the Shepherds do, when the Angels 
departed from them ? 

They said one to another, " let as now go even. 
unto Bethlehem, and see this thing which is come 
to pass, which the Lord hath made known onto 
us.'' And accordingly with one consent they 
came in haste, and found Mary and Joseph ; and 
the new born Infant with them, lying in a Man- 
ger. 

Did not the Shepherds make this remarkable 
Occurrence known? 

They published it abroad, and gave a particular 
Relation of the whole of that which had been told 
them concerning this Child. 

Were not Persons much astonished at this 
strange account ? 

There was a general surprise; for all that 
heard it, wondered at the account which was given 
them by the Shepherds.

As Herod was King of the Jews at that time, 
qnd 4 Prince of a very suspicious temper, was 
not hi alarmed at this enquiry of the Wise Men? 

He was yqry much troubled, for he ha(J render- 
ed himsqlf exceedingly o^po^ions to his Subjects 
by his cruelties 5 ana all Jerusalem was also in 
perplexity^with him, fearing he should make it an 
*QC*sion of ^fte«Jing ftqme of J^a tyrannical ,Ac- 
tions. 

JPfiat aid he do in consequence thereof? 

He called a Council, and ; ftssejnblefl ^1 ,the 
Chief Priests and Scribes of the People together, 
and demanded of them where it was, according to 
the Jewish Prophecies, that the long expected 
Messiah was to be born. 
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What Information did they give Mm ?

They said unto him, that Event was expeqted 
to take place id Bethlehem of Judea j agfcekhty 
to the Prediction of the Prophet Micah 5 " And 
thou Bethlehem in the Land of Juda, art not the 
least among the Princes of Juda, for ont of thee 
shall come a Governor that shall rule my People 
I8^lel.•• 

What did Herod do, in consequence of this In" 
formation ? 

He privily called the Wise Men. and enquired 
of them diligently what time the Star appeared, 

When they had satisfied his Curiosity in this 
respect, what did Herod do further ? 

He sent them to Bethlehem, saying, " Go and 
search diligently for the young Child $ and when 
ye have found him, bring me word again, that I 
may come and worship him also." 

Did they find the place easily ? 

Yes $ for the Star which they saw in die East 
went before them, till it came and stood over 
where the young Child was. 

What did the Wise Men do when they saw the 
holy Child Jesus ? 

They fell down and worshipped him ; and when 
they had opened their Treasures, they presented 
onto him gifts ; gold, and frankincense and myrrh.

When Herod was dead, an Angel of the Lord 
appeared in a Dream to Joseph in Egypt) saying, 
" Arise and take the young Child and bis Mother 
and go into the Land of Israel ; for they are deaflf 
which sought the young Child's Life; 

What did Joseph do when he heard of the d&ath 
of Herod? • . 

He arose and took the young Child and Us Mb- 
ther, and came into the Land of Israel. 

What happened when he came into the Land of 
Israel? 

Hearing that Archelaus reigned in Judea, in the 
room of his Father Herod, and knowing his cruel- 
ty, Joseph was afraid to go thither ; notwithstand- 
ing being warned of God in a Dream, he turned 
aside into the parts of Galilee.

Question. Where was Jesus educated and 
brought up P 

Answer. In Nazareth, under the care of Jo- 
seph and his Mother. 

Did he make an early progress in Knowledge 
and Piety ? 

Yes ; for he grew up, and became strong in 
Spirit, filled with Wisdom : and the Grace of God 
was upon him. 

When did his Parents go to Jerusalem ? 
Every year, at the Feast of the Passover. 

How old was Jesus when he first went with his 
Parents to that Feast ? 

Twelve years. 

Did any thing remarkable happen on that Oc- 
casion ? 

Yes j for when they had fulfilled the days and 
finished all their religious Solemnities ; as tbey 
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returned, the Child Jesus tarriqd behind in Jeru- 
salem, and Joseph and his Mother knew not of it. 

How far did they go before they mined him ? 
A Day's journey. 

Did they then make enquiry after him f . 

They sought him among their kinsfolk and ac- 
quaintance, and when they found him not, they 
turned back again to Jerusalem* seeking him with 
the greatest anxiety* 

How long was ii before they found him ? 
Three days* 

Where did they at length find him * 

In the Temple 5 sitting in the midst of the Doc- 
tors, both hearing them and asking them Ques- 
tions. 

Considering his tender age, was not this thought 
very extraordinary ? 

It was ; for all that heard him were astonished 
at his Understanding and Answers. 

What did his Parents say when they found him? 

His Mother said unto him, "Son why hast thou 
thus dealt with us ? behold thy Father and I have 
sought thee sorrowing. 

What answer did Jesus make? 

He said unto them, " How is it that ye sought 
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Was not John the Baptist remarkable /or hit 
Temperance, and even the severity of Hie manner 
of Lwmg? 

Yes ; for his Raiment was a rough Garment, 
which was made of Camel's Hair, with a leathern 
Girdle about his Loins ; and his Meat was Lo- 
custs and wild Honey. 

Did not these Circumstances of hit Public ap- 
pearance, awaken in the People a great regard for 
hit Preaching 9 

They did ; for the Inhabitants of Jerusalem, 
and the Land of Judah, and the Region round a- 
bout Jordan went ont to hear him, and were at- 
tentive to him. 

Wat there not alio tome powerful werldbaifo- 
tive which drew them out to Sear his ' 'Preaching ? 

A general Expectation prevailed, at taat time, 
of the appearance ef a mighty Person, called the 
Messiah or Savioarj whom the, Jewa imagined 
would not only deliver them £r»m the Roman 
Power, to whom they were in subjection, but also 
lead them to Conquest and universal Monarchy. 

What different Opinion* »«•» t rnw rn mo nf tk* 
Jewt concerning Religion ? 

Principally two | that of the Pharisees, who 
were exceedingly strict iu ceremonial Institutions ; 
and that of the Sadducees, who denied a future 
State of Rewards and Pnnishmeuti. 
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Did either of these descriptions of Persons or 
Sects, as they were called, attend on the Preach- 
ing of John the Baptist? 

Some of both these Sects attended. 

Was John acquainted with their different Cha- 
racters ? 

John well knew the secret Wickedness of the 
ceremonious Pharisees, and the open Propbane- 
ness of the Sadducees. 

What then did he say to those Persons ? 

He reproached them for their pretended Humi- 
lity and Repentance, admonished them to flee 
from the Wrath to come, and exhorted them to 
bring forth Fruits meet for Repentance ; assuring 
them that the Axe was laid unto the Root of the 
Trees, and that every Tree which did not bring 
forth good Fruit, would be, hewn down and cast 
into the Fire. 

What is meant by this figurative Speech ? 

The meaning is, that every person who pro- 
fesses t6 be one of God's People, and contradicts 
that profession by a Life of Wickedness, or by the 
neglect of Vital and practical Religion, will be 
certainly and quickly cut down by Death, and 
thrown into the Fire of Hell. 
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Christ is baptized by John, and the 
Holy Ghost descends upon hirh in 

a Visible Form. 



Question. What remarkable Occurrence hap- 
pened at this time ? 

Answer. Jesus came from Nazareth of Gajilee 
unto John, to be baptized of him. 

Was Jesus Christ known to John ? 

No 5 Providence had so ordered it, that to pre- 
vent all appearance of a combination between 
the in, John was personally a stranger to Christ. 

How then did John know that it was Christ who 
came to be baptized of him ? 

By a secret Intimation from above, that this was 
the Messiah or Christ, upon whom the Spirit 
should visibly descend. . 

What did John say when he knew it was Christ ? 

He was ready to decline the Service, saying 
unto him with great humility, " I have need to be 
baptized of thee, and cometh thou to me ?" 

What answer did our Lord make ? 

Jesus said unto him, " Suffer it to be so now ; 
for thus it becometh us to fulfil all Righteousness." 
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Did any thing remarkable happen after Jesus 
teas baptized? 

When Jesus was baptized be went np straight* 
way out of the water $ and, lo, the Heavens were 
opened, and the Spirit of God descending in a 
bodily shape, like a Dove, alighted upon him.

Was this testimony of the Divine Regard to 
Christ, attended with any other particular Cir- 
cumstances ? 

Yes j for a loud and awful Voice came from 
Heaven, which said, " This is my beloved Son, 
in whom I am well pleased/' 

How old was Jesus at this time ? 

About Thirty years ; being then in the fall vi- 
gour of Nature, and having attained the age in 
which the Priests used to begin their Ministra- 
tions in the Temple. 
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Christ's Victory over the Temptations 
of Satan in the Wilderness. 



Question. What further do we learn respect* 
ing our Lord, immediately after his Baptism ? 

Answer. Jesus being full of the Holy Spirit 
with which fee had j«st been anointed in so extra- 
ordinary a manner, returned from Jordan, and 
was led by the strong impulse of that Spirit on his 
mind, into the Wilderness to be tempted of the 
Devil. 

How long was Christ in that Solitary Place ? 

He was there forty Days, tempted of Satan ; 
and was with the Wild Beasts $ and the Angels 
ministered unto him. 

What happened after the expiration of that 
time ? 

He was afterward an hungred ; and the Tempter 
came to him. and said, "If thon be the Son of 
God, command that these Stones be made Bread/' 

What answer did our Lord make? 

Jesus said, " It is written, Man shall not live 
by Bread alone, but by every word that proceed- 
eth out of the mouth of God."

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As the Devil found it was in vain that he had 
tempted Christ to a distrust of Providence, what 
other Temptation did he assail our Lord with ? 

He taketh him up into Jerusalem, the Holy 
City, and setteth him upon a Pinnacle of the Tem- 
ple j and saith unto him, "If thoa be the Son of 
God, cast thyself down ; for it is written, he shall 
give his Angels charge concerning thee : and in 
their hands they shall bear thee up, lest at any 
time thou dash thy foot against a Stone.'* 

How did our Lord combat this Temptation ? 

Jesus answering said unto him , "It is written 
again, Thou shalt not tempt the Lord thy God.'* 

What other Temptation did the Devil try on 
this memorable occasion ? 

The most dangerous one that he could devise ; 
for behold he taketh him up into an exceeding 
high Mountain, and sheweth him all the kingdoms 
of the world and the glory of them ; and saith nnto 
him, " all these things will I give thee, if thou 
wilt fall down and worship me." 

What did our Lord answer to this alluring 
Proposal? 

Jesus moved with indignation at so blasphe- 
mous and horrid a Suggestion, answered and said 
unto him, " Get thee hence Satan, for it is writ- 
ten, Thou shalt worship the Lord thy God, and 
him only shalt thou serve/' 
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Did the Devil suggest any other Temptation 9 

No; but being baffled and confounded in all his 
attempts, he left him ; and behold Angels came 
and ministered unto him. 
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John the Baptist being examined by 
the Great Men among the Jews, ac- 
knowledges he was not the Christ. 



Question. What was the Grand Council of the 
Jews called ? 

Answer. The Sanhedrim. 

Did the Sanhedrim take tiny notice of the 
Preaching of John the Baptist? 

Yes 5 and sent Priests and Levites from Jeru- 
salem to ask him who he was, and why he pre- 
tended to something so uncommon ? 

What answer did John give them ? 

He confessed and denied not j but ' confessed 
" I am not the Christ." 

What further Question did they ask him ? 

They asked him, •« What then ? art thou Ettas?" 
and he saith, " I am not.'' 

Did they proceed to any further enquiry ? 

They said nnto him once more, t( Who then art 
thou ? that we may give an Answer to them that 
sent us : What sayest thou of thyself ?" 
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TVhat was Johns Answer? 

* 

He said unto them, "I am the Voice of one 
crying in the Wilderness, Make straight the way 
of the Lord, as said the Prophet Esaias." 

Were the Persons who asJted John these Ques- 
tions, Pharisees or Sadducees ? 

They were Pharisees, who strenuously opposed 
any Innovations in Religion, which were not 
warranted by the tradition of the Elders. 

Did they not express some surprise at Johns 
Preaching and baptizing', when by his own con- 
fession he was neithor the Messiah nor the Pro- 
phet Elijah ? 

They said unto him with warmth, " Why bap- 
tizest thou then, if thon be not that Christ, nor 
Elias, neither that Prophet ?'* 

How did John answer them ? 

John answered them by repeating the testimony 
he bad formerly borne to the People, saying, " t 
baptize with water : but there standeth one among 
you whom ye know not j He it is who coming 
after me is preferred before me, whose Shot's 
latchet 1 am not worthy to unloose/* 

Where were these things done ? 

In a Place called Bethabara, beyond Jordan, 
where John was baptizing. 
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John the Baptist bears repeated Tes- 
timony to Jesus, as the Lamb of God. 



Question. What happened the next day after 
John had returned his answer to the Priests ? 

* 

Answer. On that day John seeth Jesus coining 
unto him, and saith, " Behold the Lamb of God, 
which taketh away the Sin of the World/* 

What further Testimony did John bear of our 
blessed Lord at that time ? 

He proceeded and said, " I saw the Spirit des- 
cending from Heaven like a Dove, and ft abode 
upon him ; and 1 knew him not ; but he that sent 
me to baptize with water, the same said unto me, 
Upon whom thou shaft see the Spirit descending, 
and remaining oh him, the same is he which bap- 
tizeth with the Holy Ghost/* 

Was John certain that he saw. this wonderful 
sight ? 

Quite so -, and upon this convincing evidence, 
he bare record that Jesus was really the Son of 
God. 

What happened on the day after this ? 

The next day John was standing near the same 
place, with two of his Disciples, and looking upon 
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Jesus as he walked at some little distance, he 
saith unto his Disciples, '/Behold the Lamb of 
God." 

What did they do, when they heard John 
speak such high and honorable things of Christ ? 

They followed Jesus, who was then returning to 
a Lodging which he had at a small distance from 
that place. 

Did Jesus see them ? 

Jesus turned and saw them following, and said 
unto them, •* What seek ye V 9 

What answer did they make ? 

They said unto him, with the greatest respect, 
" Rabbi, (which is to say, being interpreted, Mas- 
ter), where dwellest thou Y 9 

Did Jesus inform them ? 

Our Lord said unto them, " Come and see $" 
they came therefore and saw where he dwelt, and 
abode with him that day: for it was about the 
tenth hour, or four in the afternoon. 

Was not one of those Persons called Andrew ? 
Yes j Simon Peter's Brother. 

What did Andrew do, after spending part of 
the day with Jesus ? 

He went to find his Brother Simon Peter, and 
said to him with the greatest joy, tg we have found 
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the Messiah, which is, being interpreted, the 
Christ." 

Did he bring him to Jesus ? 

Yes 5 and when Jeans beheld him, he said, 
"Thou art Simon the Son of Jonas $ thou shalt 
be called Cephas > which is, by interpretation, a 
Stone." 
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The calling of Philip, and the Inter- 
view of Christ with Nathanael, 



Question. What happened the dag after Jesus 
met with Peter ? 

Answer. Jesus went forth into Galilee* and 
fradeth Philip, and saith unto him, "follow me." 

Where did Philip reside ? 

He was an Inhabitant of Bethsaida, which was 
a Town of Galilee, on the Sea of Tiberias, and 
the City of Andrew and Peter, who have already 
been particularly mentioned. 

What did Philip do, after he was become a 
follower of Christ? 

He findeth his pious friend Nathanael, who was 
also of Galilee, and lived in a Town of it which 
was called Cana, and saith unto him, " We have 
found him of whom Moses in the Law, and the 
Prophets did write, Jesus of Nazareth, the Son 
of Joseph '• 

Did Nathanael at first believe what Philip had 
said ? 

No ; such was his prejudice against the Place, 
that he said unto him, "Can there any good thing 
come out of Nazareth ?" 
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What did Philip say in reply ? 

Philip replied to this effect, Do not suffer your- 
self to be borne away by a popular Prejudice, but 
come and see ; converse with him yourself, and 
you will soon be satisfied. 

What did Jesus say when he saw Nathanael 
coming to meet him? 

Although there was no personal Acquaintance 
between them, yet at the first sight, our Lord dis- 
cerned his real Character, and said, "Behold an 
Israelite indeed, in whom is no Guile." 

Was not Nathanael surprized at such an unex- 
pected Testimony ? 

He was 5 and said unto Jesus with all the na- 
tural frankness of his Temper, " Whence knowest 
thou me V* 

Did not our Lord give him a very satisfactory 
answer? 

Yes 5 for Jesus answered and said unto him, 
" before that Philip called thee, when thou wast 
under the Fig Tree, I saw thee.'* 

Did Nathaniel then believe on Jesus ? 

He immediately said unto him with all that 
openness and candour that was so natural to him, 
" Rabbi, thou art the Son of God, thou art the 
King of Israel.'* 
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Did his Mother make any Reply ? 

Not to Jesus ; but as she inferred from his an- 
swer that he intended them some extraordinary 
supply, she said unto the servants, " Whatsoever 
he saith unto you, do it.*' 

Were there any Fessels of Water near a( hand? 

There were set there six Water Pots of Stone, 
after the manner, of the purifying of the Jews, 
containing two or three Measures apiece. 

-' Did Jesus say any thing' to the Servants that 
were in waiting ? 

After some convenient pause that the failing of 
the Wine might be the more observed, Jesus saith 
unto them, ,c Fill the Water Pots with Water, 
and they filled them up to the brim. 

IV hat did Jesus then desire the Servants to do ? 

He immediately said unto them, "Draw out 
now, and bear unto the Governor of the Feast," 
and tbey bare it. 

What dii the Governor of the Feast say re* 
specting It ? . \ ' 

When he bad tajsted the Water that was made 
Wine, and knew not whence it was (but the Ser- 
vants which drew the Water knew) he called the 
Bridegroom and said unto him, "every Man at 
the beginning doth set forth good Wine; and 
when Men have well drank, then that which is 
worse 5 but thou hast kept the good Wine until 
now." 
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Jbid not this extraordinary Miracle confirm his 
Jbisciples in their belief? 

Undoubtedly ? for as he thereby manifested his 
Power and Glory in a public manner, his Disciples 
believed on him more steadfastly than before $ the 
fact being so certain and so remarkable.

Question. After Jesus had attended at the 
Marriage, as mentioned in the last chapter, whi- 
ther did he and his Disciples go nest ? 

Answer. To Capernaum ; a city that lay Dear 
the north part of the Sea of Galilee, on the sonth 
border of the Land of Napthali. 

Did they stay there for any length of time ? 
No j they continued there not many days. 

Why did they leave it so soon ? 

Because the Jews* Passover was at hand, and 
Jesus went up to Jerusalem to worship at the 
Temple. 

Did*Jem& observe any improper transactions, 
on his coming thither ? 

He found* Penoifit who sold Oxen and Sheep 
and Doves, and tj* Changers of Money sitting in 
the outer Courts and Cloysters of the Temple. 

Was not our Lord offended at these doings ? 

Yes ; Jesus was moved with just indignation to 
think that so sacred a Place should be profaned ia 
so audacious a manner.

What Measure* did our Lord take to remedy 
thin Profanation? 

He made a scourge of small cords, and drove 
them all out, and the Sheep and die Oxen 5 and 
poured out the Changers* Money and overthrew 
the Tables. 

What did Jesus say to those Persons ? 

He said onto them that sold Doves, "Take 
these things hence 5 make not my Father's House 
an House of Merchandize." 

What did his Disciples think, when they saw so 
meek a Person in such an unusual transport of 
just Indignation? 

They remembered that it was written, "T%e 
zeal of thine House hath eaten me up.** 

Did not this remarkable Transaction soon come . 
to the knowledge of the Priests and Rulers of the 
Jews ? j- 

Yes ; and some of them when they heard there* 
of, said tfnto him, " What sign sheweft thou unto 
us, seeing that tfeou doest these things V 9 

What did our Lord answer them ? 

Jesus answered and said unto them, " Destroy 
this Temple, and in three days 1 will raise it up." 

Did not the Jews treat this saying with con* 
tempt ? 

Yes; and answered in prond Derision, "Forty 
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and six years was this Temple in building, and 
wilt thou rear it up in three days ?" 

Were not the Jews mistaken in the sense of 
what he said 9 

They were : for Jesus spake of the Temple of 
his own body ; and when he was risen from the 
Dead, his Disciples remembered that he had said 
this unto them : and they believed the Scripture, 
and the Word which Jesus had spoken. 

Did our Lord perform any Miracles at the 
Passover 9 and what effect had they on the Jews* 

Many of the Jews who were present there, be* 
lieved on his Name when they saw the Miracles 
which he wrought. 

Did Jesus acknowledge expressly, that he was 
the Messiah ? 

Not at that time 5 because he knew what was 
in the heart of every Man, and consequently knew 
that those People had such gross notions of the 
Messiah's Kingdom, that there was no room for 
him to confide in them, or to expect them to be 
faithful to him. 
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John the Baptist's last Testimony to 
Christ. 



Question, When John was baptizing at Enon, 
was there net a dispute between some of John's 
Disciples and the Jews ? 

Answer. Yes; a. Question arose between them, 
about the Rile of Purifying, or Baptism. 

Did John's Disciples express any wish to be 
properly informed in this affair? 

They did; for they came unto John, and said 
unto him, " Rabbi, he that was with thee beyond 
Jordan, to whom thou bearcat witness, behold the 
Game baptizeth, and all Men come to him." 

JVhat was Johns answer ? 

He replied with an Humility and Integrity a- 
greeabieto the rest of his character, and said, "a 
Man can receive nothing, except it be given him 
from Heaven. Ye yourselves bear me witness 
that I said I am not the Christ, but that 1 am sent 
before him. He that hath the Bride is the Bride- 
groom ; but the Friend of the Bridegroom which 
etandeth and hcarcth him, rejoiceth greatly be- 
cause of the Bridegroom's voice ; this my Joy 
therefore is fulfilled. He must increase, but I 
must decrease." 
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fVhat more did John say ? 

» 

€€ He that cometh from above/* said he, " is 
above all ; lie that is t>f the Earth h earthly, and 
speaketh of the Earth ; he that cometh from Hea- 
ven is above all. And what he hath seen and 
heard, that he test i fie th $ and no man receiveth 
his Testimony; he that hath received his Testimo- 
ny hath set to his Seal that God is true.*' 

What further Testimony did John bear ? 

John continued his Observations and said, "He 
whom God hath sent speaketh the Words of God : 
for God giveth not the Spirit by measure unto him. 
The Father loveth the Son, and hath given all 
things into his hand. He that befieveth on the Son 
hath everlasting Life, and he that belfcveth not 
the Son, shall not*ee Life; tnrtthe wrM of Crod 
abidetb km him.*' 
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John the Baptist is imprisoned by 
Herod ; and afterwards put to death. 



Question. What great Man didJthn reprove*? 

Answer. Herod Antipas, the Tetrarch, or Go- 
vernor of Galilee. 

On what Account did. he reprove him 9 

On Account of Herodias, bis Brother Philip's 
Wife ; for to the Infamy and Scandal of his Cha- 
racter, he had ung«uerau»ly. taken, her from her 
Husband, and publicly married bar, in contempts 
of all Laws, human and divine. 

What did Jfferod do M facpn&gu#nQtqf •fylfft 
reproof? 

He meditated Revenge, and having at length 
got him into his Power, he bound him with chains 
and put him into Prison. 

Was not Herodias also incensed against John ? 

Yes ; and would fain have put him to Death, 
but she could not immediately compass that de- 
sign 5 because Herod notwithstanding all his re- 
sentment, still reverenced John in his Heart, 
knowing that he was a righteous and a holy man. 
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Was not Herod? 8 Behaviour very inconsistent $ 

« 

Undoubtedly it was ; for although he had often 
heard John discourse with attention and pleasure, 
and was so far influenced by it, that he did many 
things according to his Exportation ; yet when he 
faithfully reproved him, and told him the insuffici- 
ency of any other Reformation while he continued 
his Connexion with Herodias, he cast him into 
Prison, and would gladly have put him to death. 

Why then did he not put him to Death ? 

He was so apprehensive of the consequences 
that he durst not then do it, because he feared the 
multitude, well knowing that they respected John, 
and looked upon him as a Prophet, 

Did not Herod sometime afterward, order John* 
to he put to death ? 

Yes 3 in consequence of a foolish and rash Oath 
made on his Birth-day to the Daughter of Heio- 
dias, he sent and beheaded John privately in the. 
Prison, 
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Christ comes from Judca into Galilee; 
and, while at Cana, cures a Noble- 
man's Son who lay at the point of 
Death in Capernaum. 



Question. Did our Saviour remain in Judea, 
after he heard that John was cast into Prison ? 

Answer. No; he departed from thence and 
came into Galilee, preaching the gcod news of the 
Kingdom of God. 

Were the Galileans pleased with his appearance 
in that part of the Country ? 

Yes j and received him with great gladness, 
having seen the wonderful things that he did at 
Jerusalem during the Passover. 

FVhat particular circumstance occurred when . 
Jesus went again into Cana of Galilee ? 

It happened at that time, that a -cert am Noble- r 
man had a Son dangerously ill at Capernaum; 
and when he heard that Jesus was -come out of 
Judea into Galilee, he went unto him, and eaxy 
nestJv entreated him that he would come down to 
CapeVn*uui, and core him. 

F 
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fPhat did Jesus say to the Nobleman's request? 

Jesus said unto him, <e except ye see Signs and 
Wonders ye will not believe." 

Did the Nobleman urge his entreaties any fur- 
ther 9 

Yes ; weak as his faith was, he determined to 
urge the matter to the utmost, and therefore with- 
out any apology on that head, addressed Jesus to 
this effect, Sir, I beseech thee to come down ere 
my Child die 5 for the case is so extreme that a 
delay may be attended with the most fatal conse- 
quences. 

Did Jesus then go down? 

No; and to shew that it was not necessary for 
him to go in Person to accomplish the cure, he 
said unto him, "Go thy way; thy Son liveth." 

Did the Nobleman believe what Jesus said? 

Tes ; and went away without any further im- 
portunity. 

Did he hear any Tidings respecting his Son as 
he was returning home ? 

Yes ; for his Servants met bim by the way and 
told him his Son was recovered. 

Did the Nobleman enquire at what hour he be- 
gan to mend ? 

He did ; and found it was exactly at the time in 
Which our Lord had said to him, " thy Son Hveth/' 
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Wa$ not the Nobleman astonished at this 
markable Cure 9 

He was ; and when lie came to reflect on the 
surprizing circumstances of the case, he and his 
whole Family believed that the Person by whom 
so convincing and beneficent a Miracle was 
wrought, most be not merely some great Prophet, 
bat even the Messiah himself. 
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A nuracailous Draught of Fishes,, by 
which Petor -and \m three Partaera 
were prevailed upon, statedly, to fol- 
low Christ. 



Question. Did not Jesus teach the Word oj 
(Sod by the Lake of Gennesareth ? 

Answer. Yes 5 and to avoid the great pressure 
of the Multitude, he entered into a small Vessel 
which belonged to Simon Peter, and desired him 
to put out a little way from the Land. 

What did our Lord do, when he had made an 
end of speaking to the People? 

He said unto Simon, " Launch out into the 
Deep, and let down your Nets for a Draught." 

Did Simon do as Jesus said ? 

Simon Peter answered, " Master, we have toiled 
all the Night, and have taken nothing 5 neverthe- 
less at thy word I will let down the net.*' 

Did they meet with any Success ? 

They enclosed a great multitude of Fishes, and 
their net brake : and thev beckoned to their Part- 
ners which were in another Ship, that they should 
come and help them, and they came and filled both 
the Ships so that they began to sink* 
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What effect had this remarkable Draught of 
Fishes, upon Peter ? 

He fell down at Jesus* knees, saying, " Depart 
fr*m me, for I am a sinful man, O Lard." 

j&irf not this amazing" Proof that Jesus had 
given of his Power, fiU them all with the. greatest 
astonishment ? 

Yes ; for not only Simon Peter, but also An- 
drew, and James and. John the sons of Zebedee, 
who were Partners in the Trade with Simon, were 
struck with wonder and amazement at the sight of 
this surprizing Miracle. 

What did our Lord then say to Simon ? 

Jesus said to him, " Fear not ; from henceforth 
thou shalt catch Men.*' 

What did they do when they had brought their 
Ships to the Land ? 

They left their Vessels and Nets with the Fish 
they had taken, and followed him -, being now de- 
termined to attend statedly upon his Ministry, 
that they might thus be fitted for the great Worjf* 
in whiqh he determined to employ them. 
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Christ cleanses a Leper. 



Question. Did not our Lord, perform another 
rwfarkable -cure about this time ? 

Answer. Yes ; for it came to pass when he 
was in a certain City, behold a Man fall of Le* 
prosy, came to him and worshipped him saying, 
" Lord, if thou wilt, thou canst make me clean.** 

fVhat attention did Jesus pay to this request ? 

He was moved with compassion, and put forth 
his Hand and touched him, saying, " I will $ be 
thou clean.'' and as soon as he had spoken, im- 
mediately the Leprosy departed from him, and he 
was cleansed. 

Did our Lord lay any particular Injunction 
upon the Leper >after ke was cleansed? 

Jesus straitly charged him hot to divulge the 
Matter, saying unto him, as he departed from him* 
"See thou Say toothing to any man ; hat go thy 
way, shew thyself to the Priest, and oflet for thy 
cleansing those things which Moses commanded 
for a Testimony to them." 

Did the Person who was so miraculously cured, 
keep the Circumstance, a secret ? 

He did not; for he was so transported with joy, 
that he went out into the neighbouring Country, 
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and began to publish it much, and to proclaim the 
matter wherever he came. 

What, effect had this Miracle upon those who 
heard it P 

It induced them to come in great multitudes 
from every Quarter, to hear him preach the Gos- 
pel, and to be healed by him of their Infirmities $ 
so that Jesus conld no longer openly enter into 
the Cities, but was obliged for awhile to be chief- 
ly without in Desert Places j and to avoid the in- 
terruptions of the crowd he frequently withdrew 
into the wilderness and prayed. 
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Christ returning to Capernaum, heals 
a Man quite disabled by the Palsy ; 
apd vindicates his Power of fqrgjiving 

Sins. 



Question. Did not our Lord 1 go ogam to €7«- 
pernaum about fifth timeP' 

Answer. Yes * and it was quickly taken no- * 
tice of by the People, who flocked around' him 
with the greatest eagerness. 

Were there any Persons of superior Rank who 
attended ? 

Several Pharisees and Doctors of the Law came 
out of every Town of Galilee, and even of Judea, 
and particularly from Jerusalem, 

For what purpose did these Persons attend ? 

Merely as Spies 5 because the Governors of the 
Jewish Church began now to be greatly alarmed 
at his Doctrine and Miracles. 

Did our Lord confirm his Doctrine by any par* 
ticular Miracle at this time ? 

Yes ; by a most extraordinary Miracle ; for be- 
hold certain Persons came unto him, bringing a 
Man sick of the Palsy, who was laid on a bed, and 
carried by four men, being utterly unable to be 
presented to Jesus in any other manner. 
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As the crowd teas so great, did not they find 
great difficulty in bringing him before Jesus? 

They could not at first, find by what way the) 
might bring him in, because of the multitude ) 
they therefore went upon the House-top, which 
according to the Jewish custom was made flat, and 
when thev had uncovered the roof of the apart* 
rnent, they let him down through the Tiling, with 
his couch, into the midst before Jesus, 

Was Jesus displeased with the manner oftAeir 
bringing him before him ? 

No j onr gracious Lord excused the inconveni- 
ences, into which their affection had transported 
them, and said unto the bick of the Palsy, " Sod, 
be of good cheer ; thy Sins be forgiven thee.' 1 

Did the Scribes and Pharisees take any parti' 
cvlar notice of this Speech? 

They took great offence at it, and reasoning iu 
their Hearts upon it, they said within themselves, 
"Who is this which speaketh blasphemies? who 
can forgive sins but God alone !" 

Did they openly declare their dissatisfaction ? 

No ; but Jesus who well knew the secret work- 
ings of their Thoughts, said unto them, " What 
reason ye in your Hearts > Whether ia easier, to 
say, Thy Sins are forgiven thee j or to say. Rise 
up and walk i" 
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JVhat answer did they make f 

Not a Word) therefore Jesus continued his 
Speech and said, " But that ye may know that the 
Son of Man hath power on Earth to forgive Sins/' 
(he saith unto the Sick of the Palsy,) " Arise and 
take up thy Couch and go unto thine own house.** 

What effect had these Words upon the Sick 
Person ? 

- The secret Power which went along with the 
words, enabled him immediately to rise up before 
them all j and taking up the Bed on which he lay, 
though before he was utterly weak and helpless, 
he departed to his own House, glorifying and 
praising God for the extraordinary Cure he had 
now received. 

What impression did this great Miracle make 
upon the multitude ? 

They were all amazed, and glorified God who 
had raised up so eminent a Prophet to bis People j 
and they were filled with such a reverential Fear 
and Dread, that they could not help saying one to 
another, u 'We have seen strange things to. day.** 



Christ cures a Poor Impotent Mao, 
at the Pool of Bethesda. 



Question. Wns there not a certain Pool of 
Water near the Sheep Market at Jerusalem ? 

Answer. Yes ; the Pool of Betlicsda, or House 
of Mercy; which, as the name intimates, was a 
kind of Hospital, having five Porticos or Cloys ters 
built round it. 

Were there many diseased Persons there ? 

A great number ; such as were either blind or 
lame, or had any part of their body withered, who 
either came or were brought ihither, in expecta- 
tion of a Cure, and lay there waiting for the mo- 
ving of the Water. 

What i* meant by the moving of the Water? 

The Almighty to add the greater Lustre to his 
Son's Miracles, as well as lo shew that his ancient 
People were not entirely forgotten, had been plea- 
sed to perform some supernatural Cures at this 
Place; for at particular periods an unusual mo- 
tion was discovered in the Water, and from its 
marvellous effects, it was rightly concluded that, 
at those times, an Angel descended into the Pool, 
and stirred the Water, by which a healing Virtue 
was communicated to it, and the first Person that 
went in after the Stirring of the Water, was in- 
stantly cured of whatever Distemper he had. 
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Was there any Person there who had been long 
afflicted? 

. There was a certain man lying there, who *ad 
been Thirty-eight years disabled by ail Illness, 
which had taken away the use of his Liinbs. 

What did Jesus say to him when he saw him 
ly**g ty the side of the Pool ? 

Our Lord knowing that he had been a long time 
in that helpless state, said unto him, " WUt thou 
be made whole Y* 

What answer did he make ? 

The poor impotent Man answered him. " Sir, 
I have no man when the Water is troubled, to put 
me into the Pool $ but while 1 am comrag, mother 
steppeth down before me." 

Was not our gracious Lord moved with com- 
passion at his piteous case ? 

He was j and accordingly said unto him with an 
air of divine Majesty wad Authority, " Rise, take 
up thy Bed, and walk ;" and immediately the man 
was Biade whole ; and leaping up in a transport 
of wonder and joy, he took up bis couch and 
walked awav with it to his own House. 

On what day was this Miracle performed? 
On the Sabbath. 

Were not the Jews offended because the Hon 
carried his Bed on the Sabbath ? 

Yes -, and said unto him, " It is the Sabbath 
day -, it is not lawful lor thee to carry thy Bed*" 
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Whftt excuse did he make 9 

He answered them, " he that made me whoie» 
the same said onto me^ Take up thy Bed' and 1 
walk." 

Did they not enquire how this extraordinary 
Miracle was wrought ? 

They did not ; but dropping all mention of the 
care, and fixing on what seemed liable to except 
tion, they asked him who it was that had told him, 
on that sacred day, to take up his Bed and walk* 

Did he inform them who it was ? 

He did not himself know, at that time, who it 
waa that had cured him ; foe as there was a crowd 
of People in the Place, Jesus had' conveyed him- 
self away, as soon as he had spoken: the healing 
Word. 

Did he afterwards know to whom he was indebt- 
ed for his miraculous Cure ? 

Yes 5 for some time after Jesus findeth him in 
the Temple, and said unto him, €t Behold thou art 
made whole j sin no more, lest a worse thing 
come unto thee/ 

Did he then inform the Jews who it was thai 
had made him whole ? 

After having satisfied himself of those that stood 
by, who it was that spoke to him, he went away 
from the Temple and told the Jews that had be- 
fore examined him, that it was Jesus of Nazareth, 
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who had restored him to Health ; expecting no 
doubt by this discovery to have procured him that 
Honor and Respect which was due to so mnch 
Power and Goodness. 

What return did the Jews make to our blessed 
Lard, for this extraordinary Miracle 9 

. That wicked and malicious People instead of 
making any lust acknowledgments, persecuted 
him, and sought to slay him, because he had done 
these things on the Sabbath day. 

Was mot Jesus examined before their Solemn 
Council on that account ? 

Yes; and ably vindicated the Miracle which he 
had wrought on the Sabbath, and solemnly decla- 
red the dignity of his Person and Office. 



Christ on a following Sabbath cures 
a Man whose Hand was withered ; 
and vindicates that action from the 
frivolous Objections of the Pharisees. 



Question, Did not certain of the Pharisee* 
gome time after this, raise some objections to a 
very innocent action of Jesus' Disciples ? 

Answer Yes ; respecting iheir pulling some 
'-** of Corn on the Sabbath, when they were 
id ciiting them, rubbing them in their

ited his Disciples by the example 



vid, who in his necessity took and eat the Shew 
Bread, and by the example of the l'riests them- 
selves who minister in the Temple, and are obliged 
to perforin many servile works on the Sabbath 
Day : adding that the Son of Man was Lord even 
of the Sabbath. 

Was not Jesus shortly after this, teaching on « 
following Sabbath in the Synagogue ? 

Yes ; and a remarkable circumstance occurred ; 
for there was a Man presenc, whose right hand 
was withered, the nerves and sinews of it being so 
shrunk up, that it was entirely useless, 
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Were there any Persons there at spies upon our 
Lord? suctions? , 

' The Scribes and Pharisees who were present 
watched him, whether he- would heal en the Sab* 
hafh d$y, tfeat they might 4°4 seme dw matter 
of accusation against him, having succeeded so ill 
in the former attempts. 

How did Jesus act upon this occasion? 

After the Public worship was over, Jesus know- 
ing the malignity and wickedness of their thoughts 
and views, yet no way discouraged thereby, said 
to the Man which had the withered hand, " Rise 
up, and stand forth in the midst." And he arose 
and stood forth. 

What did the Pharisees say when they heard 
Shis Order ? 

They asked him. with affected surprise, " la it 
lawful to heal on the Sabbath day Y* 

Why did they ash this question * 

On purpose that they might have an opportunity 
to accuse him, and not from 1 any desire of Instruc- 
tion. 

What answer did our Lord give So their #n- 
snaring question ? 

He said unto them, " What Man shall there be 
among you, that shall have one sheep and if it fall 
into a Pit on the Sabbath day, will he not lay hold 
on it, and lift it out ? How much then is a Man 
hefter than a Sheep ? Wherefore it is lawful to do 
well on the Sabbath day*," 
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DM the Pharisees make any Reply ? 

No ; and Jesus therefore said further to them, 
'* I will ask you one thing : Is it lawful to do 
good on the Sabbath days, or to do evil ? to save 
life, or to kill ?" 

Did not ovr Lord's question to them, refer to 
the purpose they were even then forming in their 
hearts to destroy him f 

Certainly j but they were silent, being convin- 
ced, in their own minds of the reasonableness of 
what he said, and stung with secret remorse of 
conscience, yet unwilling to confess what they saw 
and fell. 

fVhat did our Lord then do ? 

After he had looked around upon them all with 
a just indignation, being grieved for the hardness 
of their hearts, he said unto the man, "Stretch 
forth thine hand ;'' and he stretched it out : and 
his hand was lestored whole as the other. 

How did the Pharisees act, after seeing this 
remarkable Cure ? 

They were so incensed at the affront which 
they imagined they had received in our Lord's neg- 
lecting their Censure, and intimating his know- 
ledge of the evil purposes of their hearts, that they 
went out of the Synagogue, and took Council with 
mother Sect of Men, called the Herodiaus. how 
they illicit prevent the growing reputation of Je- 
sus amffng the People, and to put a period at once 
to his Labors and his Life, 
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Christ cures a Centurion's Servant 
who was sick of the Palsy. 



Question. Where did the Centurion live, whose 
Servant, Jesus cured of the Palsy ? 

Answer. At Capernaum. 

. What is meant by a Centurion? 

A Person who had the command of a Company 
of Roman Soldiers, consisting of one Hundred 
Men. 

Did the Centurion come to Jesus ? 

Not at first ; but sent some of the Elders of the 
Jews, humbly entreating him by them, that he 
would come and heal his Servant, who lay at his 
-Bouse sick of the Palsy and grievously tormented. 

Did the Elders undertake this Business mil* 
lingly? 

Ye$ ; and entreated Jesus with great importu- 
nity, saying. He in whose name we now address 
thee, is one who is worthy of this favor ; for 
though he be a Gentile he loveth our Nation, tod 
•has carried his generosity so far, that he hath built 
us a Synagogue for public Worship, at his own 
Expence. 
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What answer did our Lord give them ? 

Jesus ntd unto them, "I will cone and heal 
him ;" and accordingly he went with the* ; and 
as he was going down and not a great way from 
the house, the Centurion sent some other Friends 
to him, and at last came himself in Person. 

What did the Centurion say when he saw Jesus ? 

He spoke unto him to this effect, Lord trouble 
not thyself to come any farther ; for I am unwor- 
thy thon shouldst enter under my roof: wherefore 
neither thought I myself worthy lo come unto thee; 
but say in a word, and my Servant shall be healed. 
For even 1 who am only a Centurion, a man ran- 
ged under the authority of my Commanding Officer, 
yet as I have Soldiers under roe, and order and 
govern them by the intimations of my Wilt, whe- 
ther present or absent, so I firmly believe, that 
thon hast yet a more absolute Power over the 
most desperate Diseases, and canst at pleasure 
cure them, either near or at a distance. 

Was not our Lord pleased with his Faith and 
Humility f 

When Jesus heard these things he marvelled at 
him, and turned about and said unto the People 
that followed him, " Verily I say unto you, I have 
not found so great faith, no not in Israel ; and 1 
say unto you that many shall come from the East 
and West, and shall sit down with Abraham and 
Isaac and Jacob in the Kingdom of Heaven, but 
the children of the kingdom shall bo cast out into 
onter Darkness ; there shall be weeping and 
gnashing of Teeth," 
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What effect had these words upon the deceased 
Person? 

As won as Jesns had spoken these few words, 
the Voiith who had been dead, awakened by that 
almighty energy which went along with them sat 
op, and began to speak -, and our adored Redeem- 
er when he had thus shewn his Power in restoring 
him to Life, discovered too the sympathetic kind- 
ness of a Friend, and taking him by the hand, de- 
livered him to bis Mother. 

/f hat impression did this extraordinary Miracle 
make, upon the Persons who saw it performed 9 

A religion 8 dread feJI upon them all, and they 
irloriiied God, saying, " That a great Prophet is 
risen up among us j and that God hath visited 
his People." 

Did not the report of this great Miracle extend 
itself to a considerable distance from the place of 
Action ? 

The Report of this glorious Miracle went forth, 
notonly through the neighbouring parts of Gali- 
lee- bit was soon spread through all Judea, and 
the whole region that was round about, and greatly 
hearhtened and increased the mighty expectation 
from him, which they had long since began to en- 
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Christ stills a mighty Tempest.

Answer. Yes; for Jesus purposing for a little' 
while to retire from the multitude; went into a 
Ship which stood by the neighbouring shore, with 
certain of his Disciples, and said unto them, "Let 
vs go over unto the other side of the Lake." * 

J^ as not our Lord wearied with the Mount of 
the day ? 

He was much fatigued, and laid himself down 
in the Ship, and fell asleep* 

Did any thing remarkable happen, during' our 
Lord's repose? 

There came down a violent Storm of Wind on 
the Lake, and on a sudden it was so tempestuous, 
that the Vessel was covered with "the waves, and 
they were in extreme danger of being cast away. 

Was Jesus awakened by the Tempest ? 

No ; but for the refreshment of his weary body, 
as well as for the trial of their Faith, he remained 
fast asleep on a pillow in the stern of the Ship. 

Were not his Disciples greatly alarmed? 

They were much terrified j and awakened him 
saying, " Lord save us ; we perish." 
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Ztid not the fame of this Miracle spread abroad 
into all the Country ? 

Yes 5 and being made the common subject of 
discourse, it greatly increased the reputation <mr 
Lord had before acquired, by so long a series^ 

wonders that he had wrought among them. * • 
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Christ drives out an evil Spirit, which 
had obstinately withstood the at- 
tempts of his Apostles. 



Question. Did not Christ cast out an evil Spi- 
rit from a deaf and dumb Person ? 

Answer Yes; for a certain Man came unto 
him, and kneeling down, said, " Lord I beseech 
thee look opon my Son, for he is mine only child j 
and have mercy on him, for he is a lunatic, and 
sore vexed, for oft times he falleth into the fire, 
and oft into the water $ and I brought him to thy 
Disciples, and besought them to cast him out ana 
they could not cure him.'* 

What reply did Jesus make to this request ? 

In order to reprove the weakness of faith in the 
Father and in his Disciples, as well as the obsti- 
nacy and perverseness of the Jewish teachers who 
were triumphing in their present disappointment* 
he said unto them, "O faithless and perverse 
Generation, how long shall I be with yon } how 
long shall I suffer vou ? bring thy son hither to 
me." 

Did they not gladly obey his command? 

Yes 5 but while he was yet coming, the evil Spi- 
rit threw him down and convulsed him ; and he 
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fell on the ground with great force, and there lay 
and rolled from one side to the other, a spectacle 
of horror. 

Did our Lord immediately cure him ? 

No : for in order that the greatness of the cnre 
might more plainly appear, while the unhappy 
youth lay thus before him, he asked his Father, 
how long his son had been so afflicted. 

What did the Father say? 

He said that his son had been afflicted in that 
manner from his childhood, and that the evil Spi- 
rit was so outrageous and malicious, that it had 
frequently thrown him into the fire, and into the 
water, to destroy him ; but (continued he) if thou 
canst do any thing, have compassion on us. and 
help us. 

What did Jesus say unto him ? 

Jesus said unto him, " If thou canst believe, all 
things are possible to him that believeth.'* 

Did the Father believe what Jesus said ? 

Touched to the very heart to think that his dear 
Son might possibly lose the cure, through the 
weakness of his own faith, he cried out aloud, and 
said with tears in his eyes, " Lord, I believe, help 
thon mine unbelief." 

Did our Lord then effect this miraculous cure ? 

Jesus seeing that the crowd ran together and 
was increasing round them, rebuked the unclean 
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Spirits, saying untcr him, with an air of superior 
power nod divine authority,. "Thou dumb and deal 
Spirit, I charge thee, come ont of him, aad< enter 
no more into him." 

Did th? evil Spirit obey- our. Lords- command ? 

After having cried omt with great earnestness^ 
and thrown him into violent distortions, the e*ir 
Spirit came ont of him* 

Did not the multitude suppose the ym*& *k*n 
was dead? 

Many who were present seeing how miserably 
he had been handled, said, he is dead, bat Jesus 
took him by the hand and lifted him Up, and he 
arose 5 and the child was cored from that very 7 
hour. 

What effect had this wonderful Cure upon the 
multitude ? 

They were all amazed, and astonished at the 
mighty power of Odd; by which tffls ifloatriow. 
miracle had been, wrought. 
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Oar Lord hearing of the sickness of 
his friend Lazarus, and afterwards 
knowing that he was dead, deter- 
mines to go into Judea, though a- 
gainst the persuasion of his Disciples. 



Question. Had not Jesus a friend named La- 
zarai ? 

Answer. Yes j The Brother of Mary and 
Martha. 

TVhere did he reside ? 
At Bethany. 

Did not the Sisters send a message to our Lord, 
in consequence of Lazarus having been taken Hi ? 

Full of concern for their Brother, and knowing 
where Jesns was, they sent to him, requesting 
that he would be pleased to favor them with a 
visit, for Lazarus was so exceedingly ill, that 
without his interposition for his deliverance, no- 
thing but Death could be expected. 

What did our Lord say, on receiving this in- 
formation ? 

When Jesus heard it, he said, " This sickness 
is not unto Death, but for the glory of God, thai 
the Son of God might be glorified thereby.*' 
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Was it not generally known thai Jetus wet 
strongly attached to this Family ? 

It was well known that Jems loved Martha and 
her sister Mary, and their brother Lazarus, with 
a peculiar affection, and- had often visited then, 
and lodged at their house* 

How did Jems act m consequence of the mes- 
sage he had received from Mary and Martha ? 

Without declaring that he had any thought of 
of going to Bethany, lie abode two days longer in 
the same place, and on the third day he said to 
his Disciples, " Let us go into Judea* again." 

Did not the Disciples think it dangerous far em 
Lord to go thither 9 

Yes \ and said unto him, "Master, the Jews of 
late sought to stone thee ; and goest thou thither 
again ? 

What answer did Jesus make ? 

Jesus answered, " Are there not twelve hours 
in the day ? if any man walk in the day, he stum- 
bleth not, because he seeth the light of this world $ 
but if a man walk in the night, he stumbleth be- - 
cause there is no light him." 

Why did our Lord make these observations ? 

To silence their objections, and to prepare their 
minds for what he yet concealed 5 and after this, 
as he perfectly kuew what had passed at Bethany, 
though so distant from it, he says to them. '* Our 
friend Lazarus sleepeth ; but I go that 1 may a- 
wake him out of sleep." 
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Did the Disciples perfectly understand our 
Lord's meaning? 

No 5 they thought he had spoken of his taking 
rest in sleep, and therefore said unto him, "Lord 
if he sleep, he shall do well." 

Did Jesus explain himself to his Disciples, and 
rectify their mistake ? 

Jesus said to them plainly, " Lazarus is dead, 
and I am glad for your sakes that I was not there ; 
(to the intent ye may believe) nevertheless let ns 
go unto him." 

Did the Disciples express any unwillingness to 
go with him ? 

No $ but on the contrary Thomas who is called 
Didymus, said unto his fellow disciples, " let ns 
also" go, that we may die with him.* 9 
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Jesus goes to Bethany, with his Dis- 
ciples, for the purpose ot raising La- 
zarus from the dead. 



Question. How long had Lazarus been dead, 
when our Lord and his Disciples came near to 
Bethany ? 

Answer. Four days. 

What distance was Bethany from Jerusalem? 

About fifteen Furlongs, or something less than 
two Miles. 

Was not Lazarus well known at Jerusalem ? 

Certainly ; and many of the Jews who dwelt 
there, came to Martha and Mary that they might 
comfort them concerning the loss of their Brother. 

Did either of the Sisters go to meet Jesus ? 

As soon as the news of his approach was 
brought to the afflicted Family, Martha immedi- 
ately went out to meet him, but Mary who was ' 
mourning with her friends in private, and not as 
yet informed of his approach, sat weeping in the 
house. 

How did Martha accost our Lord? 

Martha having hastened to meet Jesus, said 
unto him, " Lord if thou hadst been here, my 



Brother had not died ; but I know that even now 
whatsoever thou wilt ask of God, God will rate it 
thee." 

Did Jesus com passionals her Distress ? 
With tender concern, he said to her, "Thy 
Brother shall rise again.'' 

Did Martha conceive any hope from these 
words ? 

Yes; and yet desiring some further confirma- 
tioo of it, said to him, " I know that he shall rise 
again in the Resurrection, at (he last day." 

Did our Lord give any farther confirmation of 
the hope he had excited? 

Jesus replied (in those words so consolatory to 
to the sincere Christian) " I am the Resurrection 
and the Life ; he that believeth in me, though he 
were dead, yet shall he live ; and whosoever li- 
veth, and believeth in me shall never die, believest 
thou this ?" 

If hat answer did Martha give to this interest- 
ing question ? 

She replied, " Yea, Lord, 1 believe that thou 
art the Christ, the Son of God, which should come 
into the world." 

Did Jesus make any enquiry for her Sister ? 

It appears that Jesus did then enquire for Mary, 
because after these words, Martha went away and 
called her sister Mary as privately as she could, 
saying, " the Master is come, and caileth for thee." 
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Did Mary then go to meet Jesus? 

As soon as she heard it, she immediately arose, 
and having left the 'company that were about bar, 
came forward with the utmost eagerness to meet 
him. 

Had Jesus entered into the Village ? ' 

No; but stiU continued in the place where 
Martha met him, wailing there for Mary's coming. 

* 

fiid the Jews who were with fifary in the home, 
take any notice of her leaving them ? 

When they saw that she rose up hastily, and 
went oat of doors, they followed her, saying, "she 
goeth unto the grave to weep there," which will 
only aggravate and renew her sorrow: let us 
therefore endeavour to persuade Ijer from % 
Having said thus, tjiey went after her* and were 
naturally led to be eye-witnesses of all that fol- 
lowed, 

How did Mary accoit our Lord? 

When Mary came to the Place where Jeans was 
and saw him, she fell down at his feet, and. em* 
fcraced them with the greatest respect, saying to 
nim, as her sister had done before, "Lord i£ thou 
hadst been here, my Brother had not died/ 9 And 
she was so overcome with grief that she could ut- 
ter no more. 
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Our Lord raises Lazarus from the 
dead, after he had beetf buried four 

days. 



Question. Was not Jesus much affected with 
Mary's distress? 

Answer. When Jesus saw her weeping, and 
the Jews also weeping that came with her, he 
groaned in the Spirit and was troubled 5 and look- 
ing with tender Pity on the mourning Relations of 
his deceased friend, he said, u Where have ye 
laid him ?" they said unto hi in, *' Lord come and 
see j n wishing to bring him to the sepulchre, in 
some uncertain hope of what was afterwards done. 

Did not our compassionate Redeemer shed tears? 

Jesus wept at the remembrance of the dead, in 
sympathy with the living, and in compassion to 
the obstinate Jews, whose final impenitence he* 
foresaw, and knew how much the guilt of it Would 
be aggravated in consequence of their beipg- spec* 
tators of such a Miracle. 

What observations did the Jews make on this 
occasion ? 

Some of them seeing him in tears, said, " Be- 
hold how he loved him >" But others who had a 
secret aversion to him, said, "could not this Man, 
which opened the eyes of the blind, have caused 
that even thfe man should not have died ?*' 
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Did Jesus take any notice of this invidious In* 
sinuation ? 

No ; but groaning within himself, as in great 
anguish of heart, he came to the sepulchre ; which 
was a cave, with a large stone laid upon the 
mouth of it; Jesus then said to them that stood 
by, "Take ye away the stone ;'* but Martha the 
sister of the deceased saith to him, Lord, he has 
been dead so long that he now smells in an offen- 
sive manner, for he has been here no less than 
part of four days. 

What did our Lord say to Martha's objection? 

Jesus saith unto her, " Said I not unto thee, 
that if thou wouldest believe, thou shouldest see 
the Glorv of God V 9 

m 

Did they then take away the stone from the 
mouth of the sepulchre ? 

Yes ; and when it was removed, Jesus lifted up 
his eyes and said, " Father I thank thee, that 
thou hast heard me ; and I knew that thou nearest 
me always, but because of the People which stand 
by, I said it, that they may believe that thou hast 
sent me." . 

Did our Lord then effect this great Miracle ? 

Having said these words, Jesus cried with a 
loud voice, "LAZARUS, COME FORTH." and 
such an Almighty energy went along with his 
word, that immediately he that was dead came 
forth, bound (as the dead usually were) about his 
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feet and hands with grave clothes ; and his face 
Was also bound about with a napkin. And Jesus 
on his coming forth in this confined posture, said 
to them that utood by, "Loose him and let him go/* 

What impression did thts illustrious Miracle 
make upon them that beheld it ? 

Many of the Jews who were there, and beheld 
what Jesus did, were so affected with this marvel- 
lous instance of his power, that they believed on 
him as the Messiah. 

Did not all who were present, believe on him ? 

No ; strange as it may seem, some of them 
were so obstinate and perverse, that they went 
away to the Pharisees, and told them what things 
Jesus had done, on purpose that they might in- 
flame them, and stir them up to take some method 
to prevent his growing influence among the people. 

Was not such Behaviour a most amazing in- 
stance of incorrigible hardness of heart ? 

Yes ; and a dreadful confirmation of our Lord's 
remark, " If they hear not Moses and the Pro- 
phets, neither will they be persuaded though one 
rose from the dead." 
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The Jewish Sanhedrim being informed 
of the Resurrection of Lazarus, agree 
that Jesus should be put to Death. 



Qnettion. What did the Chief Print* «»rf 
Pharisees do, when they heard of the Raxtirrtt- 
lion of Lazarus? 

Answer. They were exceedingly alarmed at 
such astonishing information, and Immediately 
convened the Sanhedrim, which was the great 
Conncil of the Jewish Nation. 

What measures did the Sanhedrim take on thin 
occasion ? 

They deliberated among themselves, and said, 
"What do we> for this Man doeth many Miracles, 
if ive let htm thus alone, all men will believe on 
him ; and the Romans shall come and take away 
both our Place and Nation " 

Was Caiaphas, the High Priest, apprehensive 
of danger, if ant/ thing were attempted against 
Jetmt? 

No j for he said nnto them, " ye know nothing 
at all, nor consider that it is expedient for as that 
one Man should die for the People, and that the 
whole nation perish Dot." 



/* if not unjust that an innocent Person should 
suffer Death ? 

I ■- . i. '■■■■■ ll\ it 13; but Caiaphas maintained 
that it was much better for the Jews that one in- 
iii'n ■ i-i man should die for the security of the peo- 
ple, than Mil tbt'ii whole Nation should perish. 

Did ('aiaphas sj.eak ihi.i merely of himself? 

It is »o;i|ioncd ihat he was moved by a secret 
impure brim fiod to utter these words, which 
weri- capable of a mucli higher sense than he ap- 
prehended ; and by tbem he did, in effect, pro* 
phesy that Jesus should shortly die for the security, 
redemption, and happiness of the Jewish Nation ; 
and not for that nation only, but that lie also 
should gather together in one, the children of God 
thnt were scattered abroad. 

What did the Sanhedrim finally determine apon? 

With the exception of some particular persons, 
who were averse to their proceedings, they resol- 
ved to put Jesus to death, and accordingly sought 
for an opportunity to carry their malicious purpose 
into effect. 

Did our Lord remain long in that part of the 
Country? 

No j for being aware of the secret Resolution 
they had formed to take away his life, he walked 
no more openly among the Jews, but went from 
thence into a country near to the Wilderness, into 
■a City called Ephraim, and there continued with 
his Disciples. 
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fFhmt particular circumstance happened about 

The Jewish Passover drew near$ and many 
went up from all parts of the Country to Jerusa- 
lem, some little time before the Passover, that 
they might purify themselves, according- to the 
Jewish customs, in order to be ready for the cele- 
bration of that solemn Festival. 

Am the people came together, were any enqui- 
rift mmde respecting Jesus ? 

They diligently sought for him, some of them 
bring desirous to see and hear him, and others 
wanting to discover him to his avowed Enemies 
the Pharisees $ and accordingly they said one to 
another as they stood in the Temple, what think 
ye, of his coming to the Passover r 

Why did they doubt whether he would come or 
not? 

Because it was generally known that the surpri- 
sing Miracle he had lately wrought, had very 
much inflamed the rage and envy of his Persecu- 
tors j they were, therefore, suspicious whether he 
would venture to appear in public. 

Had the Chief Priests and Pharisees given any 
orders respecting Jesus, in case he appeared at 
the Passover ? 

They had given an express command that if any 
one knew where he was, he should immediately 
declare it to them, that they might apprehend and 
bring him to trial, as a disturber of the public 
Peace, and a person dangerous to the State. 
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Christ sets out on his last journey to 
Jerusalem, and passing through Jeri- 
cho, cures two blind Men. 



Question. As the Passover drew near, did our 
Lord continue in the place of his Retreat? 

Answer. No -, for although he knew the reso- 
lution that his enemies had formed against him, 
yet he set out with his disciples, being determined 
to make his appearance in the Temple at the ap- 
proaching Feast. 

Did not Jesus make a remarkable display of 
his Power and Grace at his departure from Jeri- 
cho, and what was the nature thereof '9 

Providence so ordered it, that two blind Men 
sat begging by the way side, one of whom wag 
well known by the name of Bartimeus, that is, the 
son of Timeus ; and hearing the noise of a great 
multitude passing by, he, together with his ooffl- 
panion, asked what it meant, and how it was oc- 
casioned ? 

What did they tell him ? 

They told him that Jesus of Nazareth, who had 
performed so many Miracles, was coming by, and 
that a vast number of the People of the Town 
were with him. 
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Did he not consider it a happy circumstance 
that Jesus KM passing by ? 

Yes ; and immediately began to cry out with a 
loud voice, saying, " Jesns thoa Son of David 
have mercy npun me." Yea they both cried out in 
tlie same manner, " Hare mercy on as, O Lord, 
thou son of David." 

Did the multitude take any notice of them 9 
They rebnked them for making such a Clamour, 
and as ihe voice of Bartimeus distinguished itself 
on this occasion, many particularly charged him 
that he should be silenl ; but they both cried oat 
a great deal the more, saying, " Have mercy on 
ns, O Lord, thoo son of David,'* 

ff hat did our Lord do. when he heard horn 
earnestly they cried to him ? 

He stood still, and ordered tbem both to be cat- 
led, and brought, to him, that they might tell Mm 
what it was they so much desired. 

Was not the People's expectation raited by our 
Lord' e Commend? 

Yes ; and concluding they should see him work 
a Miracle, they ran immediately to call the blind 
man and his companion, saying to him as well as 
to the other, " Be of good comfort, rise, he fcal- 
leth thee :" and Bartimens casting away his gar- 
ment, arose and came to Jesus with all possible 
haste and eagerness, the other blind man also fol- 
lowing as fast as be could. 
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Did Jesus receive them favorably ? 

When Bartimeus drew near, Jesus said unto 
him, "What wilt thou that I should do unto thee?" 
and the blind man said unto him, "Lord that I 
might receive my sight ;" the other likewise by 
this time came up, making the same request ; both 
saying, " Lord we beseech thee that our Eyes may 
be opened." 

Did our Lord then grant their request ? 

Yes ; and as a testimony of bis approbation of 
that eminent degree of faith which they had each 
of them expressed, and Bartimeus in particular, 
he said to him and his companion, " Receive thy 
;sight and go thy way, thy faith hath made thee 
whole." And immediately they received their sight, 
and followed Jesus, gloiifying God. 

Were not the People much astonished at this 
great Miracle ? 

They were $ and gave Praise unto God, who in, 
remembrance of his Mercy, had sent so great * 
Prophet among them, under the character of the 
Son of David. 
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Christ is entertained at Bethany, ud 
his Feet anointed bv

Yen i miuI deeply affected with the many instan- 
ee* of Jesus' love, and especially with his late 
merey to her family, in recovering so dear a bro- 
ther from the grave, she took an alabaster Box of 
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Ointment of Spikenard very costly, and poured it 
on his Head as he sat at meat, and anointed his 
Feet with the remainder, and wiped them with 
her'jair, and the house was filled with the odour 
of the Ointment, 



Some of them considered it as great extrava- 
gance, and said, " why was this waste of the 
ointment made 1" and one of them, Judas Iscariot, 
who was iihfiiit to betray him, said aloud, " Why 
was not this Ointment sold for three hundred 
Pence, and given to the Poor) 1 ' 

Did Judas then care for the Poor ? 

Not at all ; but ns he kept the bag which con- 
tained their little Stock, nod curried what was put 
into it, he thought if so large a sum had come in, 
jnst before he went off with it, (which he was 
then preparing to do) lie should have had an op- 
portunity of enriching himself. 

Did Jesus Cake any notice of their observations? 

Jesus knowing the design of Judas, and per- 
cieving that others wtta secretly joining with him, 
directed his Discourse to his Disciples, and saVd 
unto them, " Why trouble ye the woman > for she 
hath wrought a good work upon me ; for ye have 
the Poor always with you, but uie ye have not al- 
ways. She hath done what she could, she is come 
aforehand to anoint my Body lo the burying, am' 
therefore I ssy unto you that wheresoever In' 




Gospel shall be preached throughout the whole J 
world, this also that this Woman hath done shall I 
be spoken of for a memorial of her." 1 

Wat it generally known that Jenu wa* at thu 
Entertainment ? 

A great multitude of the Jews who had been 
dubious whether Jesus would come up to the Pas- 
sover, or not, quickly got intelligence of it, and 
came to Bethany, in crowds from Jerusalem, not 
only on account of Jesus, bat also oot of Cari- 
osity, that they might see Lazarus also whom he 
bad raised from the dead. 

Did not this circumstance increase the violence 
and malice Of the Chief Priests f 

Yes j and they were filled with such rage and 
envy, that they consulted how they might put La— 
aarus also to death ; because that by reason of hhor 
many of the Jews went away and believed on Je- 
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Christ rides in triumph to Jerusalem 
ou an Ass's Colt. 



Question. When did Jesus proceed on his 
Journey ? 

Answer. On the day after the Entertainment 
which has just been mentioned. 



Having resolved to make a public entry into 
that City, he sent two of his Disciples saying unto 
them, " Go into the village over against you, and 
straightway ye shall find an Asa tied, and a Colt 
with her ; whereon never man yet sat, loose them, 
and bring them unto me, and if any man say ought 
unto you, ye shall say, the Lord hath need of them, 
and straightway he will send them." 

Did the Disciples who were sent, presume to 
question the reasonableness of the orders he had 
given them ? 

No ; but presently went their way, and found 
just as he had said unto them, the Colt with its 
Dam. tied at the door of a House which stood in 
a very open place at the entrance of the Village, 
where two roads met: and as Jesus commanded 
them, they immediately began to untie the Colt 
that they might lead him away. 
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ffere the Owner* of the Colt aware of what the 
Disciples were doing- ,- or did they take him awtg 
without the Owner's eontent ? 

Providence so ordered It, that the Owners of it 
were near at hand, with several other Persons; 
and some of them that stood there and particularly 
tha Owners of it, said unto them, what are ye do- 
ing, " Why loose ye the Colt ?" and the Disciple* 
■aid uoto them even as Jesus had commanded; 
and they let it go, and the Disciples brought it to 
Jeans, and its Dam went with It, 

Was not Jesus accompanied by a gnat multi- 
tude * 

Yes ] a very great concourse of People aur- 
rounded him a» he sat oo the Asa, and want into 
the City; and in token of their reaped to bjm), 
spread their garments in the way, and otben Cat 
down branches of the Trees and strewed then Is 
the way. 

fVas not this event the accomplishment of sosnt 
particular Prophesy? 

It was the accomplishment of a Prophecy ie- 
cofded in the Ninth Chapter and ninth Versa of 
Zechariah, wherein it ia written, "Tell ye tha 
Daughter of Zioo, behold thy King cotneth unto 
thee, meek and sitting upon w) Aw, and a Colt 
the Foul of an Ass." 

Did the Disciples understood the meaning of 
these things? 
Not at that time j but when Jeans was raised 
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from the dead, then remembered they that these 
things were written of him, and that they had 
done these thing* unto him. 

Wae.it generally known at Jerusalem, thai J*+ 
sus was coming in this triumphant manner ? 

Yes; and many Persons who had come thither 
from Galilee, and other parts to celebrate the Pas- 
sover, took branches of Palm Trees and went forth 
to meet him and cried, " Hosanna, blessed is the 
King of Israel that cometh in the Name of the 
Lord. Hosanna in the highest.** 

Had these Persons any other motive than curi* 
oslty,for going Co meet Jesus? 

They had heard of the astonishing Miracle 
which he had performed in raising Lazarus from 
the dead, and wished' to be fully satisfied of the 
truth of it, from some of those who followed him, 
and had been eye-witnesses thereof. 

Were not the Pharisees offended at the high 
Honors that were paid to Jesus ? 

Yes ; and said unto him, "Master, rebuke thy 
Disciples." 

What answer did our Lord make ? 

Jesus answered and said unto them, " I tell you 
that if these should hold their Peace, the Stonee 
would immediately cry out." 
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Jesus weeps over Jerusalem, and chas- 
Itizes, a second time, the Profanation 
r of the Traders in the Temple, 



Question. In what manner was our Lord af- 
fected with the thoughts of the Calamities which 
he knew the obstinate perverseness of the Jews 
would shortly bring upon Jerusalem ? 

Answer. When Jesus came near the City he 
tenderly wept over it, saying, "If thou hadst 
known, even thou, at least, in this thy day, the 
things which belong unto thy Peace ! but now 
they are hid from thine eyes. For the days shall 
come upon thee, that thine Enemies shall cast a 
Trench about thee, and compass thee round, 
and keep thee in on every side, and shall lay thee 
even with the Ground, and tbv Children within 
thee 5 and they shall not leave in thee one Stone 
upon another : because thou knewest not the time 
of thy visitation.*' 

What impression did our Lord's entry into Je- 
rusalem, make upon the Inhabitants thereof? 

' The whole City was in a great Commotion at 
so uncommon an appearance, saying, who is this 
that comes in all this Pomp, and is attended with 
these high congratulations ? and the multitude that 
came with him, said, " This is Jesus the Pro- 
phet, of Nazareth of Galilee. 9 ' 
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What did our Lord do when he perceived , 
Profanations were again renewed in the Tewjk, 
which he had formerly so solemnly chastised? 

He began with a holy Indignation to anil 
vert upon them as he had done before, and to drift 
out all those that sold and bought in the onto ■ 
Court of the Temple, and with an irresistible M- 
thority he overthrew the Tables of the Moat) 
Changers, and the Beats of then that sold Dora, 
and said unto them, " It is written my HeM 
shall be called the House of Prayer, i)nt*eb»« 
made it a Den of Thieves." 

Did any Persons come to our fjord, at this tinu, I 
to be healed? 

Many of the blind and lame came to hint la the I 
Temple, and he healed them. 

What effect had these Miracle* upon the Chief 
Priests and Scribes f 

When they saw the wonderful tilings that he did 
and the Children crying in the Temple and saying, 
Hosanaa to the Son of David ; they were sore 
displeased, and said unto him with indignation lad 
resentment, " Hearest thou what these say }" 

What answer did Jesus give them ? 

He said unto them, " Yea j have ye never read, 
out of the month of Babes and Sucklings them hail 
perfected praise ?" 

If hen was the Passover to be cekbrattd? 
Within five days from that time. 
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IVhat did Jesus do in the mean while 9 
£ He taught daily in the Temple. , . 

Did the Chief Priests and Scribes endeavour to 
prevent it ? 

No 5 but they were secretly contriving how they 
might destroy him, and what safe method they 
might take to seize him $ because, as the common 
People listened to him with great attention and 
pleasure, they feared lest the Populace should tin 
mnltuously rise in his defence, if they offered any 
public violence to him. *

Answer. Two days before the Passover. 

At what Place did they meet ? 
At the Palace of the High Priest, who was then 
called Caiaphas. 

Were they not, at first, divided m opinion 9 
Yes ; for some of 'hem had an apprehension of 
his interest with the People, and said it would be 
more advisable to wait till after the Passover, and 
not to attempt to seize him at the feast; but o- 
thers pushed the matter mi with greater forward- 
ness and zeal, and were by no means for deferring 
it ; to which, at length, the rest agreed, »pon find- 
ing a more favorable opportunity offer itself thaa 
they expected. 

How did that opportunity offer itself? 
Through the treachery of Judas ; who, instiga- 
ted by the Devil, formed the base and horrid 
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design of betraying his Lord and Master j and for 
that purpose came to the house of Caiaphas, to 
consult with the Chief Priests and Captains, bow 
he might with the greatest convenience and secu- 
rity betray him unto them, 

fVhat could induce Judas to act so base and 
treacherous a Part ? 

The sordid hope of being well rewarded for it 
by the Rulers of the Jews, 

What Agreement did they enter into with him ? 

After having heard his proposal, which they 
thought very practicable, they were giad of so un- 
expected an offer, from one of his own disciples, 
and readily promised to give him a sum of money 
as a reward for his services ; and at last they a- 
greed with him for thirty pieces of Silver, 

Why did they offer Judas that particular turn? 
To express their contempt of his Master. 

Bow could that sum express their contempt of 
Jesus? 

Because, under the Jewish Law, it was the 
price to be paid for a Slave who had been slain. 

How came Judas to be contented with so small 
a reward ? 

God permitted him, covetous as he was, to ac- 
quiesce in that mean and trifling sum, that thus 
the Prophecy might be fulfilled, in which it had 
been particularly specified. 
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Christ celebrates the Passover with 

^ his Disciples. 



Question. What particular circumstances hap- 
pened during our Saviour's celebration of the 
Passover with his Disciples ? 

Answer. Jesus rebuked the ambition which bis 
Disciples unseasonably expressed as they were sit- 
ting down to supper, by washing their feet $ and 
adding several excellent admonitions to the exer- 
cise of hnmility, declared that one of his Apostle* 
should betray him, and at length marked out Ju- 
das as the person $ who retired with a resentment 
which confirmed him in that fatal purpose. 

Did not our Lord at this time exhort his Z>w- 
ciples to mutual love ? 

Yes j and forewarned them of their approach- 
ing trial, and foretold Peter's fall $ and, at the con* 
elusion of the Passover, instituted the Eucharist or 
Holy Sacrament. 

What circumstances occurred after the close of 
the Passover. 

Jesus having warned his Apostles of the dan* 
gers to which they would be exposed, comforted 
diem with the views of future happiness, and with 
the assurance of his own gracious presence and 
that of his Father in the way to it.

Answer. Peter; and the two sons ofZebedeey

Soul is exceeding sorrowful, even onto death; 
tarry ye here, and watch with me." 

Did Jesus leave his Disciples there? 

Yes ; and going on a little way from thence in* 1 
to a more retired part of the Garden, he kneeled 
down, and fell on his face, and prayed that if it 
were possible the Hoar might pass from him. 
And he said, "Abba, Father, all things* are pos-> 
sible to thee $ take away this Clap from me ; ne- 
vertheless) not what I will, but what thou wilt** 

What did our Lord do after this earnest 
Prayer ? 

He rose from the Ground and went again to> 
his DiscipJek 
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struggle. Yet with all these assurances that he 
was still the charge of Heaven, and quickly should 
be made victorious over all, his terror and dis- 
tress continued j and being in an unspeakable 
Agony, he prayed yet more earnestly than before, 
and his sweat was, as it were, great drops of blood 
falling down to the ground. 

What happened after this dreadful conflict ? 

He went back to his Disciples the third time, 
and saith unto them, "Sleep on now and take 
your rest ; it is enough ; behold the hour is come, 
and the Son of Man is betrayed into the hands of 
Sinners -, rise, let us be going, behold he is at 
hand that doth betray me*"

How mere those Persons armed J* 

With Swords and Staves ; in order to seize kin 
by violence, if any resistance should be mad 

What Signal had Judas given, to dUtingnui 
Jens, from any others who might chance to it 
with him ? 

He had given them a token, saying, '* Whom- 
soever I shall kiss, that same is he ; take him, and 
lead him away safely." Accordingly as soon at 
he saw Jesus, he drew near to him, and with the 
fairest appearances of Duty and Friendship, said, 
"Hail, Master ;" and then kissed him. 

What did Jesus toy to him ? 

He answered with great mildness, yet with 
becoming spirit, and said to him, " Friend, 
wherefore art thou come ? Judas ! betrayest thou 
the Son of Man with a kiss ?" 
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Did our Lord attempt to escape ? 

Though Jesus fully understood what was to fol- 
low this perfidious salutation, yet he did not at- 
tempt to withdraw himself out of the power of his 
enemies; nevertheless he determined to shew 
them that he could easily have done it ; and 
therefore as they now upon the signal that was 
given them, were drawing near to seize him, be 
went forth towards his enemies, and said to them 
with the greatest composure of mind, "Whom 
seek ye V 

What was their reply ? 

They were so confounded at the air of Majesty 
and Intrepidity with which he appeared, that 
without saying they were come for him, they only 
answered, " Jesus of Nazareth." And JesuB saith 
unto them, " I am he." 

Did they then seise him? 

No ; for as soon as he had said unto them, I am 
he, there went forth snch a secret energy of divine 
power with those words, that all their united force 
was utterly unable to resist it} so that they pre- 
sently drew back as afraid to approach him, though 
unarmed and unguarded ; and fell at once to the 
ground. 

What followed afterward? 

Recovering in a few minutes from their conster- 
nation, they arose and rallied again ; and then as

Question. What became of Jesus after he W 
been apprehended ? 

Answer. They led him away to those that bad 
employed them, and brought him first to the bam 
of Annas ; for he was Father-in-law to Caiapkas, 
who was High Priest that year, and Annas seat 
him bound to Caiaphas, as judging it most proper 
that the rest of the Council should upon t frfa oc- 
casion, be convened at bis Palace* 

What time was it when Jesus arrived mi the 
Palace of Caiaphas ? 

The dead time of the night. 

Who were assembled there at that late hour? 
All the Chief Priests and the Scribes and El- 
ders ; waiting for Jesus to be brought before then* 

Did any of the Disciples follow their Matter? 

Simon Peter although he had at first forsaken 
Christ, and shifted for himself, as the rest of his 
companions did, yet afterwards he and another 
Disciple, even the Evangelist John, bethought 
themselves and determined to return ; and accord- 
ingly they followed Jesus afar off, desirous to 
what would become of him. 
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ii As John happened to be known unto the High 

, Priest, he was admitted without any objection or 

impediment, and went into the Palace of the High 

- Priest with Jesus, and the guard that attended him. 

What became of Peter? 
ft Having no interest or acquaintance there, he 
stood waiting without at the door. 

[Fas he of length admitted? 

Yes i tor after some time, John went out of the 
"inner room, into which Jesus was then carried for 
his examination, and spake to her that kept ihe 
door, and brought in Peter ; who sat down with 
the servants, and warmed himself at the fire, while 
they were examining Jesus. 

What happened during the time tint important 
event teat depending ? 

During this time as Peter was sitting among the 
servants, ihere came to him one of the maid ser- 
vants belonging to the family of the High Priesl, 
who was indeed the same damsel that had kept 
the door ; and seeing Peter as he sat warming 
himself by the fire, she fixed her eyes earnestly 
upon him, said, "An not thou also one of this 
Man's Disciples V 

What did Peter gay to this charge ? 
He was so surprized aud alarmed that he round- 
ly and confidently denied him, before them all, and 
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said, u Womnn, I know him not, neither ondeM 
stand I what thon sayestj** and turning away as! 
one who was affronted at the charge, he wentotf 
into the Portico, and while he was there, the Cod 
crew. 

Did Peter remain there P 

Having staid awhile in the Portico, where be 
not only must have been incommoded by the sharp- i 
neers of the air, but was no doubt, in a restkn I 
commotion of mind on account of what had passed, 
he came in again, and having mingled with the 
Servants, stood again at the fireside to warm him- 
self with them. 

Did any other Person charge him with being f 
Disciple of Jesus P 

After a little while another maid saw him, and 
said to them that were there, (as her fellow ser- 
vant had done befoie) " This fellow was also with 
Jesns of Nazareth 5" they said therefore unto him, 
"Art not thou also one of his Disciples ?** and 
as he seemed in great confusion, another man thai 
stood by, charged it home upon him, and told him 
he deserved to suffer with his Master. 

fVhat did Peter say to this second charge ? 

Being taxed so closely with it, he again denied 
Jesus in the strongest manner, even with an oath, 
and said, " 1 do not know the man*'* 

Did Peter continue in that place P 

Yes ; imagining that be should now be safe 
from any further challenge ; but about the space 
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of mi hour after, another person confidently affirm- 
ed that the former charge was just, saying, " Of 
a truth this fellow also was with him, for he is a 
Galilean," 
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They said to Peter again, " surely thou also art 
>ne of tbem, for thou art a Galilean, and thy 
Speech agreeth thereto." 



Yes } one of the domestic servants of the High 
Priest, being a relation of him, whose ear Peter 
had cut off, said unto him, "Did not I see thee in 
the Garden with him ?" 

Did Peter then acknowledge his Master ? 

No ; for being terrified to the last degree, he 
deaied him again more violently than ever ; and 
began to curse and to swear, saying, " 1 know not 
this man of whom yon speak," And he had no 
sooner denied him in this shocking manner, but 
immediately while he yet spake, the words of Je- 
sus were fulfilled, and the Cock crew the second 
time. 

Did out Lord hear Peter thus ungratejaltt/ de- 
nt/ him * 

Jesus having been examined by the Council in, 
a more retired room, was now brought back into 
the hall, while they were consulting what they 
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should do with him, so that he stood within hear- 
ing, and just as those words proceeded out of Pe- 
ter s month, the Lord turned about and looked 
upon him, with a mixture of earnestness and ten- 
derness that pierced him to the heart. 

Did Peter then recollect the -word that Jew 
had iaid to him? 

Yes } he recollected the word of the Lord Jesu, | 
how he had said to him, but that yery evening, 
"Before the cock crow twice, thoor shaft deny me 
thrice ;*' and he could no longer bear the pace, 
nor stand in the sight of his injured Master, M 
immediately went out, overwhelmed with grief ad 
shame, ana wept bitterly.

Question. What answer did our Lord give to 
"■' the High Priest, when he examined him concern- 
? ing his Disciples and his Doctrine 9 

Answer. Jesns answered iiim, " I spake open- 
. ly lo the world j I ever tanght in the Synagogue, 

and in the Temple, whither the Jews always re- 
■ sort, and in secret have I said nothing. Why ask- 

est thou me t ask them which heard me, what I 

hare said nnlo them i behold they know what I 

said,'-' 

What was the consequence of this reply? 

When be had thus spoken, one of the Officers 
which stood by, struck Jesus with the palm of his 
hand, saying, "Auswerest thou the High Priest 
so V 

What answer did Jesus mate? 

Jesus with his jsiial mildness replied, " If 1 
have spoken evil, bear witness of the evil ; but if 
well j wby smitest thou me f 

Surely they could not make out a sufficient <ic- 
cusation agatnsl Jesus from such answers as these? 

They could Dot ; and therefore maliciously en- 
deavoured by the vilest means, to have something 
criminal alledged against him. 
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Did they not endeavour to colour over their 
proceedings with some form of Law ? 

Yes ; and sought for false evidence against Je- 
sus, that they might pot him to death % but they 
found none that fully answered their purpose : for 
though many false witnesses came, yet the testi- 
monies they gave did not so fat agree together, as 
that a capital sentence could be passed upon him. 

As the evidence against Jesus was so very tn» 
perfect, did they not then release him ? 

No ; they resolved to try him in fall Council, 
notwithstanding the deficiency of evidence, hopiig 
that some former discovery would arise in the 
process of the examination. 

In what manner was this done ? 

As soon as it was day, after a very short recess* 
the Elders of the People, and the Chief Priests and 
the Scribes, who made np the Sanhedrim, assem- 
bled together 3 and they led Jesus away from the 
Honse of Caiaphas, the High Priest, to their 
Council. 

Did the High Priest again [interrogate our 
Lord? 

After producing what imperfect evidence they 
had, to give some little colour to their proceedings, 
while no regard was shewn by Jesus to such false 
and frivolous accusations, the High Priest stood 
up in the midst of the Council, and asked him, 
saying, " Answer est thou nothing } what is it 
which these witness against thee V* 
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* Did Jesus make any reply ? 

Knowing how vain it would be to plead for him- 
fi fielf in so unrighteous a Court, whose members 
ji came determined to condemn him, he was silent 
p and answered nothing. 

P Did they not demand of him whether he was the 
* Messiah? 

I Yes 5 and said unto him, " Art thon the Christ ? 
tell us."

i ' He said unto them, " If 1 tell you, yon will not 
believe : and if 1 also ask you, yon will not an- 
swer me, nor let me go." 

Did not the High Priest then interrogate Jesus, 
in a more solemn manner ? 

The High Priest answered and said unto him $ 
" I adjure thee, by the living God, that thou tell 
as whether thon be the Christ, the son of the bles- 
sed." 

Did our Lord then acknowledge himself to be 
the Messiah? 

Jesns then boldly said to him, "Thou hast said; 
I am j nevertheless I say unto yon, hereafter shall 
ye see the Son of Man sitting on the right hand of 
the power of God, and coming in the clouds of 
Heaven." 
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Did they express any surprise at our Lord** 
answer? 

As they were willing to make sore of so impoff* 
tant a confession, they pressed him with the qua* • 
tion again, and all said, as in amazement, "Art '> 
thou then the Son of God ?" and he said unto 
them, "Ye say that 1 am;" a mode of expre* ; 
8 ion, in the Hebrew language, signifying, ye say 
right, and may be assured that I am. 

Did not the High Priest pretend to be greatly 
affected at these words ? 

With all the hypocritical forms of pious indig- 
nation, he rent his elofhes, and said, " He hath 
spoken Blasphemy : what farther need have we of 
witnesses } behold now ye have heard his blas- 
phemy ;*' what think ye therefore as to the punish* 
ment he deserves ? 

JVhat was the opinion of the Sanhedrim ? 

They answered and said, "He is guilty of 
death :*' and condemned him to die accordingly. 

JVhat was the conduct of those who had Jesus 
in custody, when they found he was condemned? 

They insulted him with renewed injuries and 
affronts, and carried that insolent usage yet fur- 
ther than they had done before ; for some of them 
with rude indignity, began even to spit in his. face, 
and to buffet him ; and others scornfully abused 
and beat him. 
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Did they not deride his Title to the character 
of the Messiah? 

Having covered his eyes, the Officers and Ser- 

:, vants struck him on the face with the palms of 

£ their hands, and on the head with staves ; and in 

r a scoffing and contemptuous manner, said unto 

g him, " Prophesy unto us thou Christ, who is it 

f, that smote thee V 9 and many other things blaspbe- 

' monsly spake they against him. 
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Jesus is brought before Pilate* 



Question. What method did the Sankeam 
fake, to execute the sentence they had passed upon 
Jesus? 

Answer. After the vile proceedings of that 
night, and after Jesus had been insulted by tfyj 
servants at the Council Chamber, the whole mul- 
titude of them arose, and led him away from thence 
to the Protorium, or Judgment Hall, in which the 
Roman Magistrate was used to sit for the dispatch 
of Public business. 

Why was our Lord taken before a Roman, Mm* 
gistrate ? 

Because the Jews being now a conquered Peo- 
ple, and not having the power of Life and Death 
in their hands, they could not execute Jesus with- 
out a warrant from the Romans. 

Was it their intention then, to procure an taunt*. 
diate order for his death ? 

Yes i and to render it the more ignominious and 
painful, they determined to ask, not a confirmation 
of the sentence which they had passed upon him 
as a Blasphemer, but a new sentence of Crucifix- 
ion against him, as a seditious enemy to Caesar *s 
Government, 
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To what Roman Magistrate did they deliver 
up Jesus ? 

To Pontius Pilate the Procurator, or Governori 
whom Tiberius Csesar had., some years before thia> 

seut among them. 

Did they go into the Judgment Hall? 

No; they went not into the Palace of which 
the Judgment Hall was a part, because it was the 
house of a Gjntile, and they were apprehensive 
lest they should be polluted, and so prevented 
from eating the Passover. 

How then was the business managed? 

Pilate willing, in this instance, to oblige the 
beads of the nation be governed, came out of his 
house to them ; and erected bis Tribunal in an 
open place adjoining to it, and when Jesus was 
presented as a prisoner liefore him, Pilate said to 
them, '* What accusation bring ye against this 
man }" 

What answer did they make ? 
They said to him, " If be were uot a Malefac- 
tor, we would not have delivered him up to thee." 

Was Pilate anxious to investigate the business? 

He was by no means desirous of interfering 
with them in the regular exercise of their judicial 
power; and as he perceived this affair would Iw 
attended with many perplexing circumstances, he 
said unto them, "Take ye him and judge him ac- 
cording to your Law." 
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Were the Jew* satisfied with this arrangement 

No ; and accordingly said to him, " It is W 
lawful for db to put any man to death." 

Did Pilate then enquire of what crime he W 
been convicted? 

Yes } and as they were determined to represent 
the matter in the most malignant point of view, 
they began with great violence to accnse him, saj- ' 
ing, *• We found thi* fellow perverting the nation 
and forbidding to give tribute to Caesar, saying, 
that he himself is Christ, a King.'' 

What mat their motive in accusing' Jesus of \ 
Sedition? 

To make sure of their murderous designs, and 
to add new circumstances of shame and agony to 
the execution ; yet Providence was pleased to 
over-rule it with a wise intent, that the saying of 
Jesus might thus be fulfilled, which he spake, sig- 
nifying what death he should die. 

What reference had this accusation to the man-'' 
ner of our Lord's death? 

If the crime of sedition were proved, it would 
have subjected him to the Roman punishment of 
Crucifixion ; whereas, according to the Jewish 
Law he would have been stoned, having been ad- 
judged by them to have deserved death as a blas- 
phemer. 
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-, TVhat did Jesus say to their malicious a 

mlon? 

Notwithstanding they aggravated the matter by 

the addition of many things either entirely false or 

grossly misrepresented ; and in a word omitted 
k, nothing which they thought might hlackcn his 

cbaracterj he made them no answer at all. 

• fVai not Pilate astonished at the silence ofJe- 

Ves; and said to him, " Aoswerest thou no- 
thing! behold how many things they witness a- 
gainst thee." 

Did our Lord then make any reply ? 

Knowing how little any defence would signify, 
he continued silent, and did not answer him to 
any one word; so that Pilate was greatly asto- 
nished, and knew not how to account for so extra- 
ordinary a behaviour. 

Did Pilate interrogate Jesus privately ? 

Observing in his silence an air of meek majesty, 
rather than any consciousness of guilt, or any in- 
dication of contempt, he was witling to discourse 
with him alone, before he proceeded farther : he 
therefore entered Dizain into the IVeetorium, which 
he hud quitted to oblige the Jews, and called Je- 
sus in, and asked him saying, " Art thou the 
King of the Jews )" 

What reply did Jesus make ? 
Jesus answered him, " Sayest thou this thing 
of thyself, or did others tell it thee of me ?" 
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What msliee did Pilate take of thit reply ? ' 
He immediately said, "Am 1 a Jew ? thine o« 

nation, and the Chief Priests delivered thee W 

me; What hast rhou lione.i" 

What answer did Jem* make ? 

Jeans answered him, "My kingdom iauotd 
this world, if my kingdom were of this world,) 
then would my servants fight, that I should notbr 
delivered to the Jews f but now is my Icingdoa 1 
not from hence."

Jesus answered him and said, "Thou aaMst I 
that I am a King ; to this end was I bora, and 
for this cause I came into the world, that I shock! 
bear witness unto the truth. Every one that ii 
of the truth heareth my voice." 

fVkat teas the result of this examination P 
Pilate said to him. What is the truth which thon 
refecrest to, and speakest of as thy business to at- 
test f and when he had said this he went oat. a- 
gnin to the Jews, and said to the Chief Priests, 
and the People, I have examined the Prisoner .yon 
brought me, in private ; and I must freely declare 
that I find no fault in him, nor can I perceive that 
he is any enemy either to the rights of Caesar, or 
to the tranquillity and happiness of tbe Jews ; and 
therefore do not see how I can, with any Justice, 
condemn him to die. 
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Pilate sends Jesus to Herod. 



Question. Were the Jews satisfied with the 
testimony Pilate bore to the innocency of Jesus? 

Answer. No $ on the contrary they were more 
violent than before, and accused him of teaching 
the most dangerous and seditious Doctrines, 
throughout all Judea, begining from Galilee, even 
to that place* 

What did Pilate do, when he heard them speak 
of Galilee ? 

He enquired if the man whom they had brought 
before him were a Galilean, and finding that he 
was of that Country, and therefore that he pro- 
perly belonged to Herod's jurisdiction, who was 
Tetrarch of Galilee, he sent him immediately a- 
way to Herod, who being himself a Jew, was al- 
so at Jerusalem at that time, having come op to 
celebrate the Passover there. 

Was not Herod pleased to see Jesus 9 

He was exceedingly glad j for he had a long 
time been very anxious to see him, because he had 
heard much concerning him, and now hoped he 
should have an opportunity to see some Miracle 
done by him. 
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r 4J What did Pilate do, when Jesus returned from 
Verod? 

i Am- Having received an account of what had passed, 
« le called together the Chief Priests and the Rulers, 
S^and the rest of the People who had appeared a- 
jjaiost him, as his accusers $ and said to them, 
* c Yon have brought this man unto me, as one that 
fejperverteth the people, and behold I having exa- 
mined him before you, have found no fault in hinv 
^ touching those things whereof ye accnse him ; no, . 
nor yet has Herod ; for 1 sent you to him, and lo, 
. nothing worthy of death is done unto him. I will • 
therefore chastize him and release him.** 

r Was it not customary at the Feast of the Pas- 
•' sover,for the Governor to grant the people some 
particular favor ? 

$, It was usual at that Feast for the Roman Go- 
9 vernor to release to the people any one prisoner 
r whom they desired should be set at liberty ; and 
there was then a very infamous and noted prisoner 
whose name was Barabbas, that lay bound with 
some other ruffians, who had made an insurrect- 
ion in the City iu conjunction with him, and who 
had also committed murder in the insurrection. 

Was it generally supposed that this man would 
he put to death? 

It was ; and as the power of reversing or exe- 
cuting such sentences, then lay in the Romans, the 
people therefore, when they were gathered toge- 
ther about the tribunal, began with a great noise 
and clamour to demand of Pilate that he would do 
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at this Passover, as be had always dote art V 
like occasion, and woold release onto them s 
soner. 

As Pilate was anxious to save the life q/Jt 
did he not attempt to do so in consequence qfi 
request? 

Yes | and and accordingly made the proposal I 
them, sayiug, " You have a custom that I shod 
release onto yon one at the Passorer : Whom W 
ye. therefore, that I release onto yon ? BarabtyJ 
or Jesus who is called Christ ?*' ■ • *. - H 

Did the Chief Priests and the Rulers deliver 
up Jesus to Pilate, out of a regard to Justice?' 

No -, but merely out of envy at his popularity i* 
and therefore Pilate made the proposal to the. peo- 
ple in such a form as he thought might be most. 
likely to secure his life. 

Was Pilate's proposal agreeable to the Chief 
Priests and Elders ? 

No ; and lest this artifice of the Governor ' 
should defeat all their laboured scheme, they ex- 1 
cited the most forward of the people, and persua- 
ded the multitude that they should ask Barabbas, 
and destroy Jesus. ■ • ■ 

Did the People make this unjust and inhuman 
request? 

Yes ; and cried out in a noisy and tumultuous 
manner, "Away with this man, and release unto - 
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Barabbas." And thus when Pilate wonld have 
lim (■0, they denied the holy one and the just, 
desired a murderer to be granted to them. 

Did not Pilate still strive to divert them from 
' Jte purpose they were so unreasonably set upon ? 

Yes; and accordingly said to them again, 
'What will ye then that I shall do with Jesus 
which is called Christ }" and they all presently 
renewed their clamour, and cried out as before, 
with one voice, *' Let him be crucified." 

Did Pilate speak to thera again V 

He did j urging them serioosly to consider what 
Ihcy were doing, in thus preferring Mich mi aban- 
doned miscreant as Barabbas, to to innocent a 
person. But they without so much as offering 
any further reason, persisted in their importunity, 
and cried out as before, saying, "Crucify him, 
crucify him." 

Did Pilate say any thing further to them ? 

Still desirous of delivering him, he said to them 
a third time, " Why ? what evil hath he done r I 
have found no cause of death in him : I will there- 
fore chastize him and let him go." 

What did the Jews say to this merciful speech? 

Without pretending to answer the argument he 
had alledgcd, they overbore it by a wild fury, 
were nigent in pressing him with loud and impor- 
Innate voices ; and the more he opposed them, 
they cried out the more violently, demanding that, 
whatever was the consequence of it, he might be 
crucified. 
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Pilate yet endeavours to persuade tk 
Jews to consent that Jesus should W 

released. 






Question. As the Priests and People of At 
Jews continued their clamorous demand that Jem 
should be crucified, what did Pilate think it mtd 
advisable to do ? 

Answer. He thought it best to seem at least to 
consent to it, and therefore took Jesus and scour* 
ged him $ hoping that after he had been severe!} 
scourged, the rage of the populace would be some*. 
thing abated, and they might at last be prevailed 
upon to consent that he should be dismissed. 

What interpretation did the Roman Soldiers 
put upon Pilate's order for scourging Jesus f 

Knowing that it was the Roman custom to 
scourge prisoners just before they were put to 
death, they concluded that he was immediately to 
be crucified, and therefore they took Jesus, an<T 
led hini away into the common hall in Pilate's Pa- 
lace, which was called the Prsetorium, and there 
they gatheted unto him the whole band to insult 
ana torment him. 
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what manner did they insult out gracious 
ledeemer? 

■*"TB Having stripped him of the garment, in which 
S iifJerod had dressed him, they wantonly clotlied liim 
n a. Vest of imperial Purple, and pat on him a 
scarlet Robe; and having maliciously [flatted a 
irown of Thorns, they put it upon his Head, and 
also a reed in his right hand, and bowing the knee 
before him, in a contemptuous manner, they mock- 
ed him saying, "Hail, King of the Jews." 

y Did they not treat our Lord with great personal 
*^ indignity ? 

Yes ; for they not only smote him with their 

hands, but proceeded so far as to spit upon him, 

fa even in his very face ; and at last took the reed 

* or cane out of his hand, and barbarously struck 
^ bim with it on the head ; and so as it were, nailed 

* down the Thorns into his Forehead and Temples. 

I How did our Lord bear these dreadful suffer- 

ings ? 

wt, With the utmost meekness and composure, nei- 
ther reviling nor threatening them, but silently 
committing himself to the righteous invisible judge. 

Did not Pilate receive a remarkable message 
from hit mfe ? 

While he was taken up with trying and con- 
demning some other prisoners who were to be ex- 
ecuted that day ; his wife having, by this time, 
been informed that Jesus had been brought before 
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going to be pot to death, sen

And Pilate seeing what dreadful things Jesas had 
suffered, said onto them hi a compassionate man- 
ner, " Behold the man/* 

Were not the Chief Priests and Officers fearful 
lest the people should relent? 

Yes; and therefore they cried out the more 
eagerly, saying, " Crucify him, crucify him/*

What did Pilate say to their malicious clamour? 

Seeing them so inexorable, Pilate said, "Take 
ye him, and crucify him, for 1 find no fault in him.*' 

What did the Jews say to this determination 9 

They answered him, €i We have a Law, and by 
our Law he ought to die, because he made him- 
self the son of God.** 
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Pilate at length yields to the impa 
tunity of the Jews, and delivers % 
Jesus to be crucified. 



Question. How did Pilate act, in conseqwa* 
of the Jewf threatening speech ? 

Answer. In order that he might not be char- 
ged with any want of zeal for Caesar's interest, kj 
brought Jesus out of the palace again* and once 
more sat down on the tribunal, in a place that 'ft' 
called the Pavement, but in the Hebrew, Gabbfr 
tha, or the High Place, because it stood on a 
eminence, so that the Judge might be heard aid 
seen by a considerable number of people. 

What time of the week was it ? 

It was the preparation of the Passover, or the 
sixth day of the week, and consequently the day 
which fell before the Paschal Sabbath, which was 
observed with some peculiar solemnity ; and the 
morning was so far advanced that it was drawing 
on apace towards the sixth hour, and was now 
about the third hour, or nine in the morning, which 
obliged them to dispatch, as they might have exe- 
cution done, as usual, before noon. 

What did Pilate then say to the Jews ? 

Finding he must after all yield to the People, 
aud consent to the death of Jesus, he was resolved 
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to manage this incident so as to procure from the 
Jews a public acknowledgment of Ciesar's autho- 
rity, 

In what manner did he do thit? 

Ie * He pointed to Jesus, and said to the Jews, who 

were present in vast numbers, "Behold your 

King;" but they again cried out with iudignation 

f and disdain, "Away with him, away with him, 

crucify him." Pilate then said unto them, "Shall 

I crucify your Kingl" and the Chief Priests an- 

?*' swered in the name of all the people, " We have 

^ no King but Ca3sar." 

Did Pi/ate da any thing further to oppose the 
popular torrent ? 

Seeing that he could prevail nothing, but that ra- 
ther a tumult was made, he was determined to do 
all he could to make his owu conscience easy in 
complying with their unjust request) and there- 
fore he took water, and washed his hands in the 
presence of the multitude, saying, "I am inno- 
cent of the blood of this just person; see ye to 
it." 

Had this any effect on the multitude? 
No ; for all I he people answered and said, 
" His blood be on us and on our children." 

Did Pilate then deliver up Jetus to be crucified? 

lieing now something easier in his mind, and 
desirous to satisfy the | eople, he pronounced sen- 
tence that Jesus should be put to death. And- in 
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Emuance of that sentence, be released to 
arabbas, whom they had desired io preierei 
Christ, and delivered Jeans to their will to b< 
cified. 

Wen our Lord then subjected to mmw Jk 
insults ? 

When- the Jewish mob had thus prevailed, 
mocked and insulted him, deriding his pret 
to a kingdom, and abusing him like the vilest \ 
they took the Purple Robe off from him, an 
ring dressed him again in his own garments 
led him away to be crucified.

to suffer for the worst of crimes. 

fVai not Jesvt obliged to carry a part of the 

Yes ; and in this manner he went out the city, 
to a place which lay on the western side of Jeru- 
salem, which was called in the Hebrew language, 
Golgotha, or the place of a Skull; because the 
bodies of many criminals, having been executed on 
that little eminence, were buried there. 

ffhem did they meet as they were leading Jetut 
away to execution ? 

A poor African, who was a native of Cvrene, 
named Simon, the father of Alexander and Rufas; 
and as Jesus was now so faint with the loss of 
blood, and so fatigued with the load of so large a 
piece of timber, that he was not able to proceed so 
fast as they desired ; they laid hold on Simon, as 
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one fit for their purpose, and on him they laid 
crow, that be might carry it after Jesus. 

Did not a great number of people crowd tk 
him, to see the crucifixion ? 

Yes; particularly a considerable number of to 
men, who had attended bis ministry with delight: 
and who now followed him, on this and occasion, 
and bewailed and lamented him in a very affectio- 
nate manner.

The two malefactors or robbers that were men- 
ioned before, were crucified at the same time; 
be one on bis right hand, and the other on (be 
left t and thus the Scripture was remarkably ful- 
filled, in which the Prophet Isaiah, speaking wilt 
■n amazing plainness of the sufferings of the Mes- 
siah, saith, "And he was numbered with the 
Transgressor!." 

Did Jesus make any resistance to thie cruel 
violence t 

No j nor did he revile them, even when the; 
were nailing his hands apd bis feet to the accur- 
sed tree, but in the midst. of bis anguish, he 
breathed out his soul in a compassionate praver 
for his murderers, and pleading the only excuse 
which the roost extensive charity could suggest, 
he said, " Father forgive thcin, for they know not 
what tbey do.'' 
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Christ's Garments are divided by lot ; 
and while he is himself insulted op 
the Cross, he shews his mercy to the

Question. When the Soldiers had crucified 
Jesus, what did they do with his garments ? 

Answer. They made four parts of them, as- 
signing to each Soldier of the Quaternion, a part 5 
and cast lots to see which of the four each man 
should take. 

What did the Soldiers do with the Vest, or in" 
ner Garment? 

This being woven in one piece from the top 
throughout, without any seam, was considered by 
them as more valuable than ordinary j they 'said 
therefore among themselves, let us not spoil it, as 
we must do, if we divide it into four parts, but let 
us cast lots for it, whose, the whole of it shall be, 
and accordingly they did so. 

Was not this the accomplishment of some par" 
ticular Prophecy ? 

It was the accomplishment of a Prophecy spo- 
ken by the Prophet David, in the person of the 
Messiah j and recorded in the twenty-second 
Psalm and eighteenth verse, wherein it is written 
" They parted my garments among them, and for 
* my Vesture they did cast lots." 
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What did the Soldiers do, after they had cast 
lots j or the Vest? 

They sat down upon the ground, and guarded j] 
him, and the other two who were crucified with 
him j that none might come there to rescue them, 
before they were quite dead. 

Was any title or superscription put upon the 
cross ? 

According to the usual custom in cases of Cru- 
cifixion, they put upon the cross over his head, a 
superscription in capital letters, (which had been 
written by Pilate) containing the substance of his 
pretended Crime, in these remarkable words, 
"THIS IS JESUS OF NAZARETH, THE 
KING OF THE JEWS." 

Was not this title read by many of the Jews P 
Yes ; because the place where Jesus was cru- 
cified was near the city ; and in order that it might 
be generally understood, it was written by Pilate's 
order in Hebrew, and Greek, and Latin j so that 
it might easily be read by Jews, Romans, and 
most other Foreigners. 

Did not the Chief Priests object to the form of 
the title ? 

They were much offended at it, and *aid to Pi- 
late, " Write not the King of the Jews : but that 
he said, I am King of the Jews.** 

What did Pilate say to their objection ? 

Much displeased at the importunity by which, 
contrary to his inclination, and judgment, they had 
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extorted from hi in the sentence of death he had 
passed upon Jesus, Pilate answered with some 
warmth, " What 1 have written, I have written." 

How did they act when they found Pilate would 
not grant their request 9 

They determined to tnrn it into a jest $ and 
therefore some of them went in person to Calvary, 
to insult and scoff at Jesus, even in his last mo- 
ments. 

How did the common people behave on this oc- 
casion ? 

They also reviled him -, and those that passed 
by on the road blasphemed him, shaking their 
heads at him in an upbraiding and scornful man- 
ner, and saying, " Ah thou that destroyest the 
Temple, and buildest it in three days ! save thyself) 
and if thou be the son of God, come down from 
the cross." 

In what manner did the Chief Priests insult our 
suffering Redeemer * 

The Chief Priests with the Scribes and Elders, 
and the Rulers also, joined with the common peo- 
ple in their scoffs, and derided him ; saying one 
to another, "He saved others, himself he cannot 
save : if he be the king of Israel let him now come 
down from the cross, and we will believe him.** 

Were they not so profane and stupid as to in- 
sult our Lord in the words spoken by the Prophet 
David? % 

Not observing that it was the very lauguage 
which the murderers of the Messiah are described 
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as using in the Twenty-second Psalm, thev conti- 
nued their revilings, saying, "He trusted m God, 
let him deliver him now, if he will have him • for l 
he said, I am the son of God." ' B 

Did the Soldiers join with the rest in their 
shameful insults ? 

Yes 5 they also mocked him, coming to him, and 
offering him vinegar to drink in his last agonies - t 
and saying as the Rulers and People had done, 
" If thon be the King of the Jews, save thyself." 

How did the malefactors behave, who were cru- 
cified with him 9 

One of them regardless of that innocence and 
dignity which Jesus manifested under ail bis suf- 
ferings, and unaffected with a sense of his own 
aggravated guilt, upbraided him with the same re- 
proach, and scornfully blasphemed him as an im- 
postor, saying, "If thou be Christ, save thyself 
and us.'* 

Did not the other malefactor behave in a similar 
manner? 

No ; for being awakened to a sense of his sin, 
and convinced in his heart that Jesus was the 
promised Messiah, he answered his companion 
and rebuked him, saying, "Dost thou not fear 
God, seeing thou art in the same condemnation } 
and we indeed justly 5 for we receive the due re- 
ward of our deeds, but this man hath done no- 
thing amiss $" and then directing his discourse to 
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Jesus, and looking upon him with the humblest 
and most contrite regard, he said, " Lord, remem- 
ber me, when thou comcst into thy kingdom/' 

In what manner did our Lord notice this hum- 
ble petition ? 

Turning towards him with a mixtnre of the 
greatest tenderness and mercy, Jesus said to him, 
"Verily I say unto thee, to-day shalt thou be with 
me in Paradise." 
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Jesus having suffered many agonie?] 
and indignities on the Cross, expires,] 



Question. Were any of our Lord's relations 
friends present at the execution ? 

Answer. Yes; there stood near the cross of 
Jesus, his mother, and his mother's sister, (whose 
name was also Mary), who was the wife of Cleo- 
pas, and Mary Magdalene $ and with them also 
John, his intimate friend. 

Did Jesus say any thing to them ? 

Seeing his mother, and John his disciple, whom 
he peculiarly loved, standing near ; his affecti- 
onate care and regard to both, so wrought in his 
heart in the midst of all his agonies, that he said 
to his mother, "Woman, behold thy son $" and to 
that disciple, " Behold thy Mother.** 

What attention did John pay to his dying- Mas* 
ters command? 

From that hour he took her to his own house, 
and maintained her most cheerfully and respect- 
fully, as if she had indeed been his own mother. 

Did not an amazing Prodigy happen about 
noon? 

From that time, or as the Jews express it, from 
the sixth hour, there was an amazing and super- 
natural Darkness over the whole Land of Judea, 



till the ninth hour, or three 
noon ; during which time it \ 
hud been a total eclipse of tl 



» Eclipse of 



Because an Eclipse of the Sun never happens 
but at a new moon ; anil at the time of our Savi- 
our's Crucifixion the moon was iu the lull ; there- 
fore, in a natural way, an Eclipse of the Sun was 
impossible. 

fVat not our Lord now overwhelmed with great 
anguish and distress of Spirit? 

Yes ; and the darkness with which the face of 
nature seemed overspread, was a lively emblem of 
the darkness and distress of spirit, with which the 
Lord of Nature struggled in the soleniu silence and 
unutterable bitterness of his soul. 

Did not Jesus utter a piercing cry about the 



About that time Jesus cried with a loud voice, 
saying in the Hebrew, or rather in the Syriac lan- 
guage, " Eloi, Eloi, lama sabacthani r" that is; 
being interpreted into other words, "My God, 
my God, why hast thou forsaken me V which was 
as if he had said, Oh my heavenly Father, where- 
fore dost thou add to ray other sufferings those 
which arise from the waut of a comfortable sense 
of thy presence ? 
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* ! What did Jesus say when he had received the 
vienegar?

Question. What dtd the Jews do, in order m 
the bodies might not remain upon the Cross, • 
the Sabbath day ? 

Answer. They went and entreated Pilate m 
he would send an order to the Soldiers wW-nw 
watching the crucified Persons, that their m 
might be broken, the more effectually to dispam 
them, if they were not quite dead, and that tkj| 
might be taken away. 

Did Pilate give orders thai -it- should be done' 

Yes 5 and accordingly the Soldiers who guarded] 
the execution., came and brake the legs of the first! 
malefactor 5 and then passing by Jesus, who husg 
in the middle, they went and brake the legs of the 
other who was crucified with him. 

Did they not do the like to Jesus ? 

No j for coming afterwards to him, they saw 
it was needless, as he was already dead -> but one 
of the Soldiers with a spear pierced his side, and 
immediately there came out of the wound, both 
Blood, and Water mingled with it, which put it 
out of all doubt that he was really dead before he 
was taken down from the cross. 






/fas not this a very important point t 
tain? 

Certainly ; and it may not be improper to add, 
thnt it was one who saw it, that his borne this 
testimony; and therefore bis witness is undoubt- 
edly true, and he knoweth that he saitli true, and 
he makes this declaration that you, whoever you 
are, into whose hands this History may come, may 
helieve, and may be confirmed in yonr adherence 
to that Gospel, which is established ou the Death 
and Resurrection of Christ, 

/fere not these circumstances the accomplish- 
ment 0/ some particular Scriptures? 

They were permitted in the course of divine 
Providence, in order that thus the Scripture might 
be fulfilled in what it says concerning the Paschal 
Lamb, which did in so many circumstances re- 
semble Christ. " Not a Done of it shall be bro- 
ken." (Exodus, twelfth chapter and forty-sixth 
verse, and Numbers, ninth chapter and twelfth 
verse). 

What other Scripture is alluded to, aCovc? 

That which says, concerning the Jews when 
they are to be converted to the Messiah in the lat- 
ter days, "They shall look on him whom they 
have pierced." (Zechariah, twelfth chapter and 
tenth ver3e) for which reason God permitted ihem 
not only to pierce the hands and feet of J esus with 
nails, but also to open his side by that deep and 
targe wound which we have now been mentioning.

A certain rich. man of Arimathea, who was < 
led Joseph, and was a person of considerable nt~. 
being an honorable Counsellor! or member of tkl 
Sanhedrim, who- had a general reputation as a be- j 
nevolent and upright man. 

Had not this person teen concerned with his fel- 
low Senators w putting Jesus to death P 

No : nor had he given the concurrence of bis 
vote to the counsel and action of them that W 
condemned him 5* but was one who also himself 
humbly and affectionately waited for the kingdos 
of God, being indeed a bisciple of Jesus, thoogk 
secretly, for fear of the Jews, and their Rulers, 
who were so strongly prejudiced against him. 

Did Pilate grant his request? 

: Considering how lingering an execution that of 
the Cross, was, Pilate thought it strange if Jesus 
were already dead ; accordingly, before he granted 
Joseph's request, he called the Centurion to him, 
1 who was appointed to guard the bodies, and asked 
him whether he had been dead any time, and when 
he knew it of the Centurion, Pilate without any 
further scruple, gave him leave, and commanded 
the body to be delivered to Joseph,

therefore when they carried off the corpse, these

Did they make any observation as to the manner 
in which our Lord was interred ? 

Perceiving that they did not embalm him, but 
only wound him up in linen, with the dry spices, 
they resolved to perform this last office of duty and 
affection to him in the most respectful manner they 
could.

The Chief Priests and Pharisees assembled to- 
gether in a body, and came unto Pilate saying, 
"Sir, we remember that that deceiver said, 
while he was yet alive, after three days I will rise 
again ; command therefore that the Sepulchre be 
made snre until the third day, lest his Disciples 
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come by night and steal him away, and say ON 
the people he is risen from the dead : so the ' 
error shall be worse than the first."- 

Did Pilate do as they requested? 

Pilate said onto them, " Ye have a watch, n| 
yonr way, make it as sure as yon can.** 

What did they do in consequence of this pv 

ttitfUMI ** 

They went and took a detachment of SoMkfl 
with them to the Garden of Joseph ; and naviag 
first satisfied themselves that the corpse was there, 
they secured the Sepulchre as well as they possi- 
bly could, sealing the stone and setting a watch.

1 Answer, When the Sabbath was over, which 
1 ended in the evening, they were so intent on em- 
B balming the body of Jesus, that they held another 
1 consultation about it ; and not satisfied with the 
preparation they had marie before, they bought 
more spices and ointments, that after a short re- 
pose, as soon as ever they could see to do it, they 
might go and anoint him with them, and pay him 
all the respect of an honorable interment. 

Which of them went to take a view of the Se- 
pulchre ? 

Mary Magdalene, with the other Mary, and Sa- 
lome, set out very early in the morning, while it 
was yet dark, as it began to dawn towards the first 
day of the week, to see if all things were as they 
had left them : aud not long after they were fol- 
lowed by Joanna, and the rest, bringing the spices 
with them which they had prepared ; and some 
other of their female friends went also with them. 
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fVere they not perplexed about removing

What were then circumstances ?

No ; but stooping down he saw the 
lioea clothes lying there by themselves, Then 
came Simon Peter quickly following him, and ha- 
ving stooped down to look into the Sepulchre as 
John hud done before, he was not satisfied, but 
went into the Sepulchre, and found the body was 
gone, bat saw the linen clothes laid by themselves, 
and the napkin that was about his head not Iving 
with the linen clothes, but folded up in a place by 
itself.

Yea; and when he saw the several parts of the

They went away again to their companions k| 
the city, Peter not being so thoroughly satisfied r 
John was, yet greatly wondering in himself at 
what had happened, atfd rery mbch- Concerned « 
to the event. 

Did Mary return after Peter and Jvkn were 
gone? 

Yes 5 and stood near the Sepulchre weeping in 
great perplexity at not knowing what was becooe 
of Jesus j and as she wept, she also stooped dowi, 
and looked into the Sepulchre. 

Did she observe any thing particular therein T 

To her great surprize she saw two Angels in the 
form of men, clothed in white habits, sittings the 
one at the head, and the other at -the feet, where 
the -body of Jesus had laid. 

Did they speak to her ? 

They said to her with a tender regard, *' Wo- 
man why weepest thou r*' and she replied, ** Be* 
cause they have taken away my Lord, and I know 
not where they have laid him.* 9 

Did the Angels gwe her any information on 
that subject ? 

No j for just as she said this, hearing a sadden 
noise behind her, she turned back, and saw Jesus 
himself standing near her, but her eyes overflow- 
ing with tears, she knew not at first that it was 
Jesus. 
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Did onr Lord Speak to her ? 

Jesus said to ber with a gentle voice, "Woman 
why iveepest thou? whom seekest thou?" she 
supposing him to be the gardener, said to him, 
" Sir, if thou have borne hiui heuce, tell me where 
thou bast laid him, and I will take him away," 

Did Jesus then make himself known to her? 

Jesus, on this, said to her, with a loud and 
distinct voice, in his usual affectionate way, 
"Mary," and therenpon turning directly towards 
him, and eagerly fixing her eyes upon him, she 
discovered who it was ; and transported with a 
mixture of unutterable passions, she said to him, 
"Rabboni;" that is to say "Master," and so 
much was her heart affected, that she could say 
no more, but immediately prostrated herself at his 
feet to embrace them. 

fPhat did our Lord then say to her ? 

Jesus said to her, " Touch me not ; for I am 
not yet ascended to my Father : but go to my 
brethren, and say unto them, I ascend unto mv 
Father and your Father, aud to my God and your 
God :'' and upon saying tbis he immediately dis- 
appeared for the present.

I Answer. Some of them who had fled from the 
Sepulchre in great consternation, began a little to 
recollect themselves, as to the excuse they should 

'i make for its being broke open, and the body gone 5 
they came therefore into' the City, and told the 

I Chief Priests all that had happened. 



Did not their report strike the Chief Priests 
with amazement and confusion ? 

Yes ; and in consequence thereof, they imme- 
diately convened the Sanhedrim $ and having met 
together with the Elders of the people, they deli- 
berated upon it, and consulted among themselves 
what they should do in so perplexing an emergency. 

What was the result of their consultation? 

Concluding that the most effectual method they 
could take would be to endeavour to prevent their 
evidence, they gave a large sum of money to the 
Soldiers, saying, " Say ye, his Disciples came by 
night, and stole him away while we slept;'* and if 
this come to the Governor's ears we will persuade 
him and secure you.

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Did the Soldiers act according' to these hull 
turns? 

Yes; and such are the prejudices of that un- 
happy people, that this story, wild and senseless 
as it was, is commonly reported among the Jews, 
even to this day, and they still choose to believe 
this extra vagaut suggestion, rather than yield to 
the troth of Christ's resurrection, though solemnly 
attested to them, by many who saw and convened 
familiarly with him, after he was risen from to

Question. IFhen did the two Dhciples return 
> from Emmaut to Jerusalem ? 

Answer. Directly after they had seen Jesus, 
nod he had vanished from their sight. 

IVho did they find at Jerusalem ? 

They found the eleven Apostbs assembled and 
others with them ; who before these l.vo could 
begin their atory, were eager on thc;r part to in- 
form the travellers of tbe satiafacJba they had re- 
ceived since they went out; so that as soon as 
they appeared, they heard several of the company 
saying, " The Lord is risen indeed, and hath ap- 
peared to Simon." 

Did not the two Disciples then inform the rest, 
of what they had seen and heard ? 

Yes ; they immediately recounted all the things 
which had happened to them, in the way to Em- 
maus; and how after many wise and affectionate 
discourses, he was at last known to them in the 
breaking of bread, as tbey were sitting down to 
supper.

Yesj at they were speaking of these things >| 
mong themselves* while they were sitting at up-] 
per, Jesus himself appeared to them. 

Were all the Disciple* present** this time? 
No j one was absent. 

Was not our Lord's appearance attended wtA. 
some remarkable circumstances ? 

. Yes j for while the doors of the room whereto 
Disciples were gathered together, were shut asi 
fastened on the inside for fear of the Jews, Jesns 
himself on a sadden came and stood in the midst 
of them in his usual form, arid said to them witk 
a mild voice, and a gracious aspect, ** Peace fe 
uato you."

Were not the Disciple* greatly alarmed* 

They were much amazed and terrified at this 
sudden unexpected appearance \ and not immedi- 
ately recollecting the proofs he had so often gives 
of his divine power, or the evidence they had just 
before received of his resurrection, some of them 
suspected that what they saw was only a spirit, or 
a mere airy phantom, and not a real body. 

Did our Lord condescend to undeceive them? 

Jesus said to them, " Why are ye troubled, and 
why do thoughts arise in your hearts ? behold my 
hands and my feet, that it is I myself: handle me 
and see : for a spirit hath not flesh and bones as 
ye see me have.* 
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ffere the Disciples at length convinced that i

* Perfectly so ; for he shewed them his hands and 

■ his feet, and even the mark which the spear had 
left in his side, which appeared like a wound,

sity particularly to examine it. The Disciples 
therefore, were exceedingly glad, when they thus

While some of them were so transported, that 
as yet they believed not their own eyes for joy, 
and were so astonished that they hardly knew 
where they were, he said to them, " Have ye here 
any meat ?" and they gave him a piece of a broiled 
fish and of an honey comb, and he took it and did 
eat before them. 



Did our Lord reprove them for their unbelief? 

He gently upbraided and reproved them, be- 
cause, they had not believed the repeated testimony 
of those who had seen him, siuce be was risen from 
the dead, and then that they might be satisfied he 
had graciously forgiven them, he said to them 
again, " Peace be unto you ; as my Father hath 
sent me, even so send i you."

Question, It has Been observed that when Jesus 
appeared to his Disciples, one of them was absent ; 
which of them was h? 

Answer. Thomas, who was called Didymus. 

Did the Disciphs inform him afterwards of 
what had passed ? 

As soon as they met with him, they told him, in 
a transport of joy, that they had seen the Lord, 
and had no doabt of the truth of his resurrection ; 
for that he had condescended to shew them the 
very marks of those wounds he received on the 
cross. 

Was Thomas convinced from this account, of 
tie reality of our Lord's resurrection ? 

No ) and accordingly he told them, it was a 
matter of too great importance, for him to believe 
on any report, even on theirs'; and that more was 
necessary to convince him of the truth of it, than 
merely a transient sight of his own eyes 5 for said 
he, " Except I shall see in his hands the print of 
the nails, and put my finger into the print of the 
nails, and thrust my hand into his side, I will not 
believe/* 
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JPiw there not a great degree of faulty obstinacy 
in each a resolution? 

Undoubtedly ; and therefore our Lord left; him 
a .whole week under the perplexity which it must 
necessarily have given him, but after eight days, 
his Disciples were again within doors, and Tho- 
mas with them, when Jesus came to them again, 
the doors being shut and fastened as in the former 
instance ; and stood in the midst, and said as in his 
former gracious salutation, " Peace be unto you.** 

Did not our Lord address himself particularly 
to Thomas on this occasion ? 

To let them see that he was not unacquainted 
with what had lately passed among them in his 
absence, as well as to convince the over-scrupulous 
Disciple, he said to Thomas, " Reach hither thy 
finger and behold my hands j and reach hither thy 
hand, and thrust it into my side, and be not faith- 
less but believing." 

Did Thomas then proceed to satisfy himself on- 
this important point ? 

Overwhelmed at once with such abundant de- 
monstration, and such humble condescension, he 
fell under the conviction in a moment ; and instead 
of entering on any further scrutiny, answered and 
said to him,' in the utmost transport of astonish- 
ment and joy, " My Lord, and my God.*' '• 

What did our Lord then say to him ? 

Jesus saith unto him, " Thomas, because thou 
hast seen me, hast thou believed : blessed are tbey 
that have not seen, and yet have believed.*' 
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Christ discovers himself to Peter, and 

several other Disciples, at the Sea of 

Tiberias. 



Question. Did not our Lord afterwards ap~ 
pear to several of its Disciples ? 

Answer. Sometime after the last interview, 
Jesus manifested himself again to the Disciples at 

the Sea of Tiberias, near thai mountain in Galilee 
where he had appointed to meet them. 

In what manner did our Lord then manifest 
himself to his Disciples ? 

It so happened tint Simon Peter, and Thomas, 
and Nathanael of Cana in Galilee, and the sons of 
Zehedee, and two other of his Disciples were to- 
gether in Galilee, waiting for the accomplishment 
of what Christ had promised. 

ffhat was the nature of that promise ? 

That the Disciples should see our Lord on a 
certain mountain in those parts; and therefore 
while they were thus waiting, Simon Peter, that 
their time might not lie on their hands, and that 
he might make some provision for his own sup- 
port, and for the entertainment of his friends, says 
to them, " I go a fishing :'* to which they replied 
" We also go with thee." 
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What was the result of their determination 9 

They went out; and immediately took ship, and 
spent not only that eveniug, but all the following 
night in throwing their nets 5 bat though it wail 
the properest time for fishing, yet they caught no- 
thing worth the mentioning. 

Did Jesus appear to his Disciples at this time ? 

When the morning was come, Jesus appeared 
And stood upon the shore ; nevertheless the Dfs* 
ciples who had no expectation of seeing him there, 
knew not that it was Jesns, bnt as they approach- 
ed within call, Jeans said unto them, " Children, 
have ye any meat** 

Did the Disciples pay any attention to this sup* 
posed stranger P 

They answered him, " No ;" he said onto them, 
" Cast the net on the right side of the ship, and 
ye shall find** 9 

Did they obey his directions ? 

Willing' to try, at least, whether this stranger 
conjectured right, they threw the net therefore as 
he had directed them \ and they were not able to 
draw it up into the ship again, on account of the 
multitude of fishes which they had inclosed in it. 

What impression did this unexpected success 
make upon the Disciples? 

John, that Disciple whom Jesns peculiarly lo- 
ved; wbcte>he*aw such astonishing success, after 
aJfettairfrnitieBS toil and disappointment before, 
* Hi «*m Foter, " It is the Lord." 



How did Peter act upon this o 

Hearing John say, with the appearance of such 
good reason, that it was the Lord, Peter was so 
transported that he immediately girded on his 
coat (for he was in a manner naked, having no- 
thing on bill his inner garment) andlhrew himself 
directly into the sea, and swam to the shore, that 
he might pay his earliest duty to his Lord, and 
testify his joy in the condescending visit he wab 
making them. 

Did not the other Disciples also come to Jesus? 

They carne to him as fast as they could with the 
boat, drawing the net fall of fishes alter them ; for 
ibey were not far from the Land, but about two 
hundred cubits, or one hundred yards. 

What happened further? 

As soon as they came on shore they saw a fire 
of burning coals, and fish laid upon it, and a suffi- 
cient quantity of bread at hand ; which Jesus had 
miraculously prepared, that they might see how 
easily he could make provision for them, even 
when they were destitute of the ordinary means of 
supply. And that due notice also might be taken 
of the miraculous draught they had now made, 
Jesus ssid to them, " Bring of the fish which ye 
have now caught.'' 

Did they immediately do so ? 

Simon Peter went aboard, and with the help of 
hia brethren, drew the net to land ; and it was 
full of great fishes, which upon taking the number 
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Christ ascends to Heaven in the sight 
of his Disciples from the Mount of 

Olives. 



Question. At what time and in what manner 
did our Lard ascend to Heaven ? 

Answer. On the fortieth day after his resorA 
rectien, having assembled his Disciples together* 
Jesus led tbern out to the Mount of Olives, and 
brought them through that ridge of Hills as far as 
to the boundaries of Bethany ; and then lifting up 
his hands in a most solemn and devout manner he 
blessed them. And it came to pass that even 
while he was blessing them, he was miraculously 
separated from them ; and while they beheld him 
stedfastly, he was taken up from the ground on 
which he stood, and gradually carried up into 
Heaven : and a bright Cloud received him out of 
their sight* 

JVom there any appearance of Angels on this 
remarkable occasion ? 

While the Disciples were stedfastly looking up 
to Heaven, behold two Angels in the form of men, 
in white and shining raiment, came and stood near 
them ; and spake to them and said, " Ye men of 
Galilee, why stand ye gazing up into Heaven ? 
this same Jesus which is taken up from you into 
Heaven, shall so come in like manner as ye have 
seen him go into Heaven/' 
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Thus have we given a summary account of the 
most remarkable passages of the Life of Christ, 
during the time of his abode on Earth; but, after 
all, it must be considered only as a specimen ra- 
ther than a full narration ; for there are also many 
other things that Jesus said and did, and indeed 
many other Signs and Miracles that he wrought, 
bath before and after his resurrection, in the pre- 
sence of his Disciples, which are so numerous that 
if every one of them should be recorded in all its 
circumstances, the size of the work wdtiid necessa- 
rily prevent the generality of mankind from pro- 
curing, eYrWdtnti it.
